2j 3. By the Word is here meant the 
Lord as to Divine Truth, in which alone 
there is Life and Light. Hence it \s^ 
that the Word which is from the Lordi 
and which is the Lord, is called *^a 
•* Fountain of living Waters,** Jer. ii. 
13. Chap. xvii. 13. Chap. xxxi. 9; and 
" a Fountain of Salvation,'* Iftuah 
xii. 3 ; and '^ a Fountain,** Zech. xiii* 
1 5 and ** a River of the Water of Life,** 
Rev. xxii. I ; and it is faid, ** Thik the 
" Lamb which is in the Midft of thfe 
*' Throne Ihall feed them, and {hall lead 
•• them to living Fountains of Waters/** 

17 j not to mention other 
Paflages, where the Word is alfo called 
a Sanduary and a Tabernacle^ in which 
the Lord dwelleth with Man. 

3. Neverthelefs the natural Man will 
hardly be pcrfuaded hereby to believe^, 
that the Word is the eflential DiviniK 
Truth, in which is Divine WifiJomand 
Divine Life, for he judgeth of it by it'^s 
Style, in which he feeth. aonc of thdfc

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Things^ Hbwbeit the Styk of the 
Word is a truly Divine Style, with 
whi^H^o other Style, however fublime 
andcleg^x^-it may appear, is at all com- 
parapflje, but li as Darknefs compared 
with Light. The Styk of the Word is 
fuch, that it is- Holy in every Scnfe^ 
and iri twtry^ Exprfeffion, nay,, in fomc 
Cafes^ in the very Letters themfelves. 
which compofe it ;. hence it is,, that the 
> ••-eWord efFcdeth Conjundlion betweea 
Man and the Le.rd» and openeth Hea- 
ven. There are two [Things or Prin- 
cipkaj which proceed frojn the Lord, 
jDivine Love and Divine Wifdom, or 
what is the fame Thing, Divine Good 
und Divine Truth, for Divine Good 
|mth ' Relation to the effential Divine 
Love, and Divine Truth hath Relatioa 
^o the efiential Divine Wifdom ; the 
Word in it's Eflence is both of thefe 
Principles ; and inafmuch as it etfedeth 
Conjunftion between Man and the 
Jjordi and openeth Heaven, as was ob- 
fervcd, therefore when Man readeth it 
under the Lor^i's Influence^ and not 
' under 
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under the Influence of Propriety, or ScfC 
it. replenifheth him with the good 
Things of Lore and the Truths^ of WiC^ 
dom, hisi Will with the good Thmgs of 
Love, and his Underftandihg with the 
Truths of Wifdom ; htoce Man hath 
Life, by and through the Word- 

4. To remove therefore all Doubt 
amongft: Men concerning the Nature 
and Divinity of the Word as- thus de- 
' clared, it Ijath .pl-eafed the Lord to re- 
reveal to me the internat Senfe thereof^ 
which in it's Effence is Spiritual, and 
which is in the external or natural Senfe„ 
as a Soul 1^ in the Body; this Senfe is 
the Spirit which gives Life to the Let- 
tcr, wherefore this Senfe may teftify 
concerning the Divinity and San<ftity of 
the Word„ and convince eveij the natiu 
ted Man^ if he is willing to be convinced*

T may be expedient to difcufe thi^ 
Subjed under the following Headi^ 
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fhewing, L What is mcaiu; by the Spi- 
ritual Senfc. 'II. That that Senfc is in 
all aiid every Part of xkvt Word. IIL 
That it is by Virtue of that Senfe that 
the Word is of Divine Infpiration^ and 
Holy in every finglc Expreffion. I V^ 
That that Scnfe hath been heretofore un- 
known. V. And that from henceforth 
it will be opened to none but thofe who 
are principled in genuine Truths from 
the Lord. 

5. I. What is meant hy the Spirit ud 
Senfe. The Spiritual Senfe is not that 
which fhines forth from the Senfe of the 
Letter, when any one fcrutinizes and 
explains the Word to confirm fome par- 
ticular Tenet of Church Dodrine, for 
this Senfe is the literal Senfe of the 
Word. But the Spiritual Senfe doth 
not appear in the Senfe* of the Letter, 
it is within it, as the Soul is in the 
Body, or as the Principle of Thought 
is in the Eyes, or as Affecflion is in the 
Countenance, afting in Unity like Caufc 
and Effed:. It is hy Virtue of this Senle 
that the Word h Spiritualj not only far 

the 
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Ac Ufe of Mbi, but alfb for the Ufcof 
Ahgels ; wherefore the Word by Means 
of that Senfe hath Communication with 
the Heavens. 

6. There proceed from the Lord 
three diftind Principks, the Cblestiai, 
the Spiritual, and the Natural, one 
after the other. That is called the 
Celestial Principle which proccededi 
from his Divine Love, and is Divini^ 
Good: That is called the Spiritual 
Principle, which proceedeth fix)m his 
Divine Wifdom, and is Divine Trudi: 
The Natural Principle is derived 
fSrom both the others, and r% Adr Com- 
plex in the ultimate [laflr, or Icweft 
Sphere}. The Angels of the Lord^s 
Celeftial Kingdom, who compofc the 
third or higheft Heaven, are principled 
in that Divine Proceeding from the 
Lord, which is called Celeftial, for 
they are principled in the Good of Lovie? 
from the Lord: The Angels of the 
Lord's Spiritual Kingdom, who com- 
pose the fecond or middle Heaven, are 
principled in that Divine Proce^<5\ts.^ 
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from diq Lord, which is called Spirituals 
for they, are principled in the Truths pf 
Wifdom from the Lord : But Mc% 
who compofe the Lord*s Church pa 
E?irth, are principled in the Divine- 
natural [Principle], which alfo pro* 
ceedeth from the Lord, Hence it fol- 
lows, that the Divine Proceeding from 
the Lord, jia- it's Progrefs to it's Ulti- 
nmtes, defcendeth through three De-^ 
grees, and is. termed Celeftial, Spiritual^, 
and Natural. The Divine [Proceeding]),, 
which defcendeth from the Lord to^ 
Men, defcendeth- through thofe three 
Degrees^ and* when, it hath, defcended^ 
it containeth' thofe three Degrees in it* 
fclf; Sucdi.-ii the Nature of all Divine 
[Proceeding j, wherefore when it is in 
it'e. laft :^)cgree, it is in it's FuUnefs^ 
Such.istbe Nature and Quality of the 
Word; in it*s laft Senfe it is Natural,, 
in it's interior Senfe it is .Spiritual, and- 
in it's inmoft Senfe it is Celeftial, and 
in each Senfe it is Divine. That the. 
Word \^ of fuch a Nature and Quality,,^ 
doth not. appear iu the Senfe of the Let- 
ter^ 
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ter, which h , Natural, by^ Reafon that 
Mali hath heretofore been altogether un* 
ac(JUainrc;d with t^e State of the Hea- 
vens, and confequently with the Nature ^ 
of the Spiritual Principlci and the Ce- 
leftial, and of Courfc with the Diftinc^ 
tion between thena and the natural Prin- 
ciple. 

'7. The DilKn6tion between thefe De- 
grees cannot be known, unlefs by the 
Knowledge of Correfpondence, for thefe 
three Degrees are altogether diftinft 
from each other, like End, Caufe, and 
EfFeft, or lik^ what is Prior, Pofterior, 
and" Poftreme, but yet make One by 
Correfpondencies ; for the Naturaji [De- 
gree or Principle] correfpondeth with 
the Spiritual, and alfo with the Celcftial. 
The Nature and Meaning of Correfpon- 
dence may be fecn more fully explained 
in the Treatife concerning Heaven and 
Hell, being there digefted under thefe 
two Articles, ift, Onc^rhing the Oirref^ 
poft'denc^ of atl Things in Mei^en'wi^aU 
TbOigsin Man, nJ't-j t6 102. idly, (3?)^

many other Circumflances. But who- 
foever, by Virtue of the Science of Cor-». 
wfpondenci^, is acquainted with the 
l^iritual Senfe of the Word, he uhder- 
ftandeth all Parts of the above Defcrip-. 
6on, as that the Wall and it's Founda- 
tions fignify Doftrine derived from the 
literal Senfe of the Word, and that the 
Numbers 12, 144, 12000, have a like 
Signification, denoting all the Truths 
and good Things of the Church in one 
Complex. 
1 1 . Again, in the Revelation, Chap. 

vii. 
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vii.. it is written, **That i44cxx> were 
^ fealed^ 1 2000 of each parcicukF Tribe 
•* of Ifrael^ of the Tribe of Judjrfi^ of the 
^ Tribe of Reuben, of Gad, of Afher^ 
* ^ of NapbiaK,- of Manafl^s, of Sjmeon>. 

- V of Levi, of IfTachar, of , Zcbulun, of 
•* Jofeph^ and of Bcnjarain/' The 
fpi ritual Senfe of thefe Words teacheth,. 
that all are faved in whom the Lord 
hath eftablifhed his Church ;. for in a 
fpiritual Senfe, by being marked in the 
Forehead, or fcaled, is fignified to be 
acknowledged by the Lord, and to be 
faved ; by the twelve T^ribes of Ifrael 
are fignified all of that Chureh ;• by 1 2,. 
12000^ and 144000, are lignified all^ 
^ by Ifrael is fignified the Church, and 
by each particular Tribe fome particular 
ipcicific [Principle or CharafterJ of the 
Church: If this fpiritual Meaning of 
thefe Words be not known^ it may be 
ima^nefi that Salvati6n is confined to a 
certain Number, and to thofe of 'the 
Ifraelicifh and Jewish Nation. 

X2. Again, in the Revelation^ Chap. 

^ vi. it is written, *^ That when the Lamb 
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«* epened the firil Seal of the Book, 
•* there went forth a white Horfe, and 
^ that he who fat thereon had a Bow, 
** and that a Crown was given unto him ? 
^* And that when he opened the fecond 
^ Seal, there went forth a red Horfe, 
*' and that to hira who fat thereon was 
given a large Sword. And that when 
he opened .the third Seal, there went 
'* forth a black Horfe, and that he that 
*' fat thereon held in his Hand a Pair of 
" Ballanccs : And that when heopcned 
" the fourth Seal, there went forth a 
!' pale Horfe, and that the Name of 
" him that fat thereon wa$ Death.'* 
What thefe Words fignify can. Only be 
unfolded by the fpirituat Senfe, and it is 
fully unfolded wheti it is known what is 
fignified by opening the Seals, by Hof- 
fes, and by the other Things therein 
m entioned : Thereby are defcribed the 
fiicceffive States of the Church from it's 
Beginning to. it's End, as to the Under-- 
Handing of the Word; by the Lamb's 
opening the Seals of the Book,, is figni- 
fied the Manifeflation of thpfe States

of the Church by the Lord; by a Horfe 
is fignified the Undcrftandiag of the 
Word ; by a white Horfe, the Under- 
(landing of Truth from the Word in the 
firft State of the Church; by the Bow of 
him that fat upon that Horfe, the Doc- 
trine of Charity and Faith combating 
againftFalfea; by* a Crown, eternal Life 
• the Reward of Vidlory: By a red Horfe 
k fignified the Undcrftianding of the 
Word deflroyed as to the Principle of 
Good in the fecond State of the Church ;. 
bysa great Sword, the Falfe combating 
againft Truth: By a black Horfe is 
fignified the Underftanding of the 
Wor<l ideftroyed as to the Principle 
of Truth in the third State of thd 
Church; by a Pair of Balla^ces, th6 
Eftimation of Truth fo fmall as fcarce 
la be of any Amount : By a pale Horfe 
is fignified the Undprftanding of Truth 
annihilated by Evik of Life and the 
Falfes thence derived in the fourth or 
laft State of the Church ; and by Death, 
eternal Damnation. That fuch is the 
Signification of the Contents of tVsfc 
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above Paflage in a fpiritual Scnfc, doth 
not appear in the Senfe of the Letter, 
or the natural Senfe; wherefore unlefs 
the fpiritual Senfe had been now for 
once opened> the Word as to this and 
other Paflages in the, Revelation nnuft 
have been clofed up» fo that at length 
no one would know how, and in^ what, 
the Holy Principle therein lay concealed* 
The Cafe is the fame in Refpecfl to the 
Signification of the four Horfes and the 
four Chariots that came forth from be- 
tween two Mountains of Brafs; fee 
Zechariah, Chap^vi, i to 8* 

13. Again, in the Revelation^. Chap^ 
ix. it is written, •* The fifth Angel 
** founded, and I faw a Star fall from 
** Heaven unto the Earth, and to hin^ 
** was given the Key of the Pit of 
^ the Abyfs ; and he opened the Pit of 
V the Abyfs, and there arofe a Smoke 
** out of the Pit as the Smoke of a great 
** Furnace; and the Sun and the Air. 
** were darkened by Reafon of the 
*' Smoke of the Pit; and there came put 
** of the Smoke Locufts upon the Earth, 

«*^nd 
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and unto them, was given Power as 
the Scorpions of the Earth have 
•'flower: The Shapes of the.Locufts ^ 
•* were like unto Horfes prepared for 
*' Battle ; and on their Heads were as it 
*'were Crowns like Goldj and their 
•* Faces were as the Faces of Men ; and 
" they had Hair as the Hair of Women, 
•* and their Teeth were as the Teeth of 
•* Lions ; and they had.Breaft-Plates as 
of Iron ; and the Voice of their Wings 
was as the Voice of many Chariots 
** r^ftring to Battle : And they had Tails

Manner muft needs be unintelligible to 
every onej who is not acquainted by 
Revelation with the fpiritual Senfe ; for ^ 
' there is Nothing faid in this Paflage 
without a Meaning, but the Whole

By a Star fallen from Hea- 
ven are fignifieid the Know^ledges of 
Truth dcftroycd : By the Sun and Ail- 
being darkened is iignified the X-ight 
of Truth made Darknefs : . By Locufts 
which came forth from the .Smoke of 
the Pit;, are Iignified Falfcs in the Ex- 
tremes, fuch as appertain to thofe who 
are become fenfual, and who fee and 
judge all Things according to Fallacies : 
By a Scorpion is fignified their perfuafive 
[Principle or Faculty] : ,. By the Locufts 
appearing as Horfes. prepared for Battle, 
is fignified their Ratiocinations as from 
the Underftaiiding of Truth : By the 
Locufts having Crowns like unto Gold 
upon their Heads, and having Faces as 
the Faces of. Men, is fignified, that they 
appeared to themfelves as Conquerori 

and 
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and as Wife : By their having Hair ai 
the Hair of Wonrren, is fignifkd, that • 
they appeared to themfelves as if they 
were in the Affedion of Truth: By 
cheir having Teeth as Lions Teeth, is 
Signified, that the fcnfual Things, which 
lare the Ukimates of the natural Man, 
. appeared to than as if they had Power 
'Over all Things : By their having Bread- 
•Plates as Breaft-Plates of Iron, are fig- 
nified Argumentations grounded in Fal- 
lacies, by which they fight and prevail : 
By the Voice oftheir Wings being as the 
Voice of Chariots Tufhing to Battle, arc 
fignified Ratiocinations as if grounded 
in the T>nithsofDo(3a-ine from the Word, 
for which they were to combat : By 
their having Tails as Scorpions are fig- 
nified Perfuafions : By their having 
Stings in their Talk are fignified the 
cunning Arts of deceiving thereby : 
By their having Power to hurt Men fivfe 
Monfh?, is fignified that they induce/ 
a Kind of Stupor on thojfe who arc 
principled in the Undcrflanding of 
Truth add in the Perception of Good :

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By their having a King over them, ^n 
Angel of the Abyfs, whofe Name is 
Abaddon or Apoilyon, is fignified, that 
their Falfes were from Hell, the Abode 
of thofc who are merely nltural, and 
princi|)led in Self-Intelligence. This 
is the fpiritual Senfe of thcfe Words, 
"whereof Nothing appears in the Senfe 
of the Letter, and the like fpiritual 
JSenfe is contained in -every Part of the 
Book of the Revelation. 'It is to be 
obferved, that in the fpiritual Senfe the 
Whole has a regular . ConnedKon and 
Coherence, toefFedtand perfeft which, 
each particular Expreflion in the literal 
or natural Senfe is conducive, infom\ich 
that if a fingle Word was taken away, 
the Connedlion wpuld be broken, and 
the Coherence periih \ therefore^ to pre^ 
vent this, it is added at the End of this 
prophetical Book, ** that not a Word 
«' Ihould be taken away,** Rev. xxii. 19. 
The Cafe is fimilar in Regard to the 
Books of the Prophets of the Old Tefta*- 
ment, from which left any Thing {houl4 
be ta^en awayi i( was effe<%ed by the

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Divine Proviclence of the Lord> that 
each Particular therein^ cveii to the 
Letters^ fhould be counted or num«* 
beredy which was done by the MafTo* 
retcs.* 

14*. The Lord^ in fpeaking ro hit 
Difciples concerning the Confumma* 
ticm of the Age, which is the lail Time 
of the*Churcb,at the Clofe of the feveral 
Predi<5lions refpeding it's fucceffive 
Changes of State, faith, ••Immediately 
••after the Tribulation ofthofe Days, 
•* the Sun Ihall be darkened, and the • 
* Moon ihall not give her Light, and 
•• the Stars (hall fall from Heaven, and 
•• the Powers of the Heavens (hall be 
•• ihaken. And then ihall appear the

* It may l>e expedient to inform the unlearnecl 
Reader, that the Maflbretes were Jewifii DoAon, 
Authors of the MaHbra, which was a Critique o« 
the Hebrew Text of the Bible, -wherein were 
numbered the Ytx^^ Words, and Letters of the 
Text, and all the Variations of it marked ; the 
DeHgn of which Work was, to fecure the Text 
from any Alterations which might otherwife kap* 
pen, and to ferve, according lo the Jewiflv £»8» 
pMMoo, ^sBcdgetc the Lc^w* 
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^' Sign of the Son of Man in Heaven t 
" and then fhall all the Tribes of th<* 
^ Earth mourn; and they fhall fee the

Sun which fhall be darkened, ' is meant 
the Lord as to the Principle t)f Love ^ 
by the Moon which fhall not give her 
Light> is meant the Lord as to the

Tribes of the Earth which Ihall mourn^ 
is meant a Scarcity of all Truth apper** 
taining to Faith, and of all Good ap* 
pertaining to Love ; by the Coming of 
the Son of .Man in the Clouds of Hea* 
ven with Power and Glory, is nfieant 
the Prefence and Revelation of the 
Lord in the Word ; by Clouds is figni* 
^ iied the literal Senfe of the Word, and 
by Glory^it^s Ipiritual Senfe ; by Angels 
with a Trumpet and a great Voice, it 
fignified Heaven^ whence cometh DU 
vine Truth ; by gathering together the 
Ele<fl from one Extreme of the Heavens 
to the other^ is fignified anew [Princi* 
pie or Beginning J of the Church as to 
Love and Faith» That the Darkening 
of the Sun and Moon^ and the Falling 
of the Stars to the Earthy are not here 
meant^ is veiy manifefl from the pro* 
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phctical Writings, which contain ai 
Declaration of fimilar Events concerning 
the State of the Church, which were to 
take Place when the Lord fhould come 
^\ J into the World, as in Ifaiah, •* Beholjd, 
** the Day of Jehovah cometh^ cruet 
^* with Wrath and fierce Anger ; the * 
•' Stars of the Heavens^ and the Con-» 
" ftellations thereof, Ihall not fhine 
** with their Light ; the Sun fhall be 
•* darkened in his Riling, and the Mooi> 
** fhall not caufe her Light to fhine ; 
•' I will vifit Iniquity on the Earth,'* 
xiii. 9, 10, II; and in Joel, ^* The 
•^ Day of Jehovah cometh, a Day of 
•* Darkhefs and of Gloominefs ; the Surt 
**and the Moon fhall be dark, and the 
^ Stars fhall withdraw thtir Shining,'* 
ii. I, 2, 10, 31. Chap. iii. 15; and in 
Ezechiel, *^ I will cover the Heavens, 
, ** and darken the Stars ; I will cover 
" the Sun with a Cloud, and the Moon 
** fhall not caufe her Light to fhiue : All 
«< the Luminaries of Light will I darken; 
«' and I will fet Darknefs upon the 
5«Earth/* xxxii. 7, %\ by tKeDay of 

Jehovak 
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Jehovah is meant the Coming of the 
Lord, which Event took Place when 
there was no longer any Goodnefs and 
Truth remaining in the Church, nor any 
Knowledge of the Lord. 

15. In Order to fhew more clearly 
that. the prophetical Parts of the Word 
of the Old Teftament are, in many 
Places, unintelligible without a fpiritual ~^ ^ 
Senfe, I fhall here adduce a few Paf- 
fages, as this in Ifaiah, ** Then fhall 
" Jehovah raife up a Scourge againft 
**• Afhur, according to the Smiting bf 
'* Midian at the Rock of Oreb, and his 
•* Rod ihall be on the Sea, which he 
•* Ihall lift up in the Way of Egypt. 
** And it Ihall come to pafs in that Day; 
** his Burden fhall be taken away from 
•* off thy Shoulder, and his Yoke from 
^ off thy Neck ; he fhall come againfl 
** Aiath, he fhall pafs to Migroh, againfl 
*' Michmafh fhall he direft hia Arms^ 
^rthey fhall pafs to Mebara, Gibeah 
f ' fhall be a Lodging to us, Ramah fhall 
*' tremble, Gibeah of Saul fhall flee: 
;• Howl with thy Voice^^ O Daughter of 
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•' Gallijn, hearken O Laifh> O mifera^ 
" ble Anathoth ; Madmcnah Ihall be 
•* a Vagabond ; the Inhabitants of Gc- 
'• bim (hall gather themfelves together : 
•* As yet there is not a Day to ftand in 
••^ Nob ; the Mount of the Daughter of 
" Zion, the Hill of Jerufalem, ftiall 
•* fhake her Hand. Jehovah fliall cut 
•• off the interwoven Branches of the 
•' Foreft with Iron, and Lebanon fhali. 
•' fall by a mighty One/* x. 24 to 34. 
In this Paffage there occur only mere 
Names, from which no Meaning can 
be drawn but by the Help of the fpiri- 
tual Senfe, in which Senfe all Names 
throughout the Word fignify Things 
appertaining to Heaven and the Church : 
By Virtue of this Senfe is difcovered 
the Signification of the Contents of the 
above Paflage, as denoting^ that the 
whole Church was brought into Dcva£» 
tation by Means of Scientifics perverting 
all Truth, and confirming all Falfity^ 
Agaia in the fame Prophet, ** In that 
** Day the Rivalfhip of Ephraim ihall 
f depart^ iui4 the J£nemies of Judah 

•^fliaU 
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•^ (hall be cutoff; Ephraim (hall not 
•«^. rival Judah, and Judah (hall not 
•*^ ftraighten Ephraim, but they fhall fly 
•* upon .the Shoulders of the Philifthine 

. ** towards the Sea, they Ihall fpoil to- 
*' gether the Sons of the Eafl ; Edom 
•* and Moab (hall be the putting forth 
•* of their Hand: Jehovah fhall pro- 
^^ nounce the Curfe againft the Tongue 
•• of the Egyptian Sea, and he fhall 
•* fhake his Hand ovei: the River "with 
^ the Vehemence of his Spirit, and he 
•* fhall fmite it into feven Streams, to 
^ make a Way with Shoes : Then fhall 
•* there be a Path for the Remains of his 
« People which fhall be left of Afhur,** 
xi. 13 to 16. In this Paffage alfo, ir- 
is impoffible to fee any Thing Divine, 
unlcfs it be known what is (ignified by 
each particular Name, notwithflanding 
that the Subjedl here treatedyof is. con- 
cerning the Coming of the Lord, ar\d' 
what fhall come to pafs at that Time, 
as plainly appears from verfc i to i o : 

. Without the Help therefore of the fpiri- 
tual Senfe^ how is it pofHble for aa^ 
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one to difccrn the genuine Significa-^ 
tioii of thefe Words in their Order, ^ 
denoting, that they who through Ig- 
norance are principled in Falfqj, and 
do not fulFer themfelves to be feduced 
by Evils, will come to the Lord, and 
that the Church will then underftand 
the Word, and that Falfei^ will not then 
any longer be hurtful to the Members 
of the Church. The Cafe is the fame 
in thofe Paflagcs where no Names occur> 
as in Ezechiel, •« Thus faith xht Lol'd 
" Jehovih, Son of Man, fay unto the 
•• Bird of every Wing, and to every 
**Beaft of the Field, Affemble your- 
••felves and come, gather yourfelve* 
•• from every Side to my Sacrifice which 
•* I do facrifice for you, a great Sacrifice 
*«upon the Mountains of Ifrael;.that 
^ ye may eat Flefh and diink Blood i 
•• ye flialL eat the Flclh of the Mighty^ 
** and drink the Blood of .the Princes of 
" the Earth ; ye (hall cat Fat till ye be 
**full, and drink Blood till ye be 
** drunken, of my Sacrifice which I do 
*• lacrificc for you. Ye {hall be filled 
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at my Table with the Horfe and the 
Chariot, and with the Mighty One, 
and with every Man of War ; thus will 
I give my Glory amongft the Gen- 
^ tiles/' xxxix. 17 to -21 ; in this PaC- 
fi^e again, if it be not known* by the 
fpirituai Senfe what is fignified by Sa« 
crifice, what by Flclh and Blood, what 
by Horfe, and Chariot, and Mighty 
Onc^ and Man of War, it muft needs 
appear as if thofe Things were tOy be 
eaten afld drunken 5 but the fpirituai 
Senfe teach^th, that by eating FleA 
and drinking Blood of the Sacrifice 
which the Lord Jehovih (hall give on 
the Mountains of Ifrad, is' (ignified to 
appropriate Divine Good and Divine 
Truth from the Word ; for this PaiTage 
treats of the Calling together of all to 
the Lord's Kingdom, and in particular 
of the Eftablifhment of the Chirch 
amongft the Gentiles by the I^ord : 
Who cannot fee that by Flefli is not 
here meant Fleih, nor by Blood Bloody 
as where it is faid, that they fhould 
drink Blood till tbqr were druaken, ^d 
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that they (hould be filled with Horfes; 
Chariots, the Mighty, and all Men of 
War ? The Cafe is fimilar in a thou- 
fand other Paflages in the Prophets. 

16. Without the fpiritual Senfe it is 
impoflible for any one to know, why 
Jeremiah the Prophet was commanded 
'* to buy himfelf a Xjirdle, and put it on 
*' his Lx)ins, and not to draw it through 
" the Waters, but to go to Euphrates 
** and hide it there ijti a Hole of the 
"Rock," Jer. xiii. i to 7; or why 
Jfaiah the Prophet was commanded 
*' to loofe the Sackcloth from otf hi^ 
" Lbinsj and to put off his Shoe fronn 
" off his Foot, and to go naked and 
** bare-foot three Years,** Ifaiah xx. 2, 
3 ; or why Ezechiel the Prophet was 
commanded " to make a R^or paf» 
^* upon his Head and upon his Beard, 
'* and afterward^ to divide them, and to 
" bum a third Part in the Midft of the 
" City, and- to fmite a third Part with 
" the Sword, and to fcatter a third Part 
** in the Wind, and to bind a little of 
I* them in Wings, and at laft to caft 

** them 
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' ^ them into the Midft of the Fire/* 
Ezech. V. I to 4; or why the fame 
Prophet was commanded " to lie upon 
his right Side and his kft ^o» and 
40 Days, and to make himfelf a Cake 
of Wheat, and Barley, and Millet^ 
•Vand Fitches, with Cow's Dung, and 
" eat it ; and in the mean Time to raife 
" a Rampart and a Mound againftjeru- 
•' falem and befiege it," Ezech. iv. i to 
J 5 ; or why Hofea the Prophet was 
twice commanded " to take to himfelf a 
•' Whoreto Wife," Hofea i. 2 to 9. Chap, 
iii. 2, 3 ; with feveral other Things of a 
like Nature. Moreover, who can know, 
without the fpiritual Senfe, what is - 
fignified by all Things appertaining to 
the Tabernacle, as by the Ark, the 
Mercy-Seat, the Cherubim, the Candle-

ftick, the Altar of Incenfe, the Shew- 
Bread [Bread of FacesJ on the Table, 
and by the Vails and the Curtains? 
Or who wqwld know, without the fpiri- 
tual Senfe, . what is figniified by Aaron's 
Garments of Holinefs, as by his Coat, 
his Cloak^ the Ephod, the Urim and 
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Thummim, the Mkre, and feveral 
Things befides ? Or, Without the fpiri-^ 
tuaLSenfe, who woiild know what \^ 
figmficd by all thofe Pkrttculars which 
were enjoined concerning Burnt-ofFcr- 
ings, Sacri^ces^ Meat-ofFerings, and 
Drink-ofFerings ; and alfir concerning 
Sabbaths and Feafts? The Truth is, 
that Nothing was enjoined, be it ever 
fo minute, but' what was fignificative of 
Somewhat appertaining to the Lord, to 
Heaven, and to the Church. From 
thefc few Cafes then it may be plainly 
feen, that there b a fpiritual Senfe in all 
iand every Parr of the. Word. 

17. That the Lord, during his Abode 
in the Wofld, fpake by Correfponden- 
cies, and thus fpake fpirituaUy at the 
fame Tirne that he fpake naturally, may 
appear from his Parables, in Which every 
fingle Expreflion containeth in it a fpiri^ 
tual Scnfc : As for Example, ' in the IhiU 
rable of the ten Virgin^r/he faith, " The 
•♦ Kingdom of Heaveft>is like ^ unto tett- 
** Virgins, who took thcrr tamps, and' 
•♦ went forth' to mect^die Bridegit)om : 
i . .. «* Five 
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^ Five of them were wife, but five were 
** foolifh : They that were foolifti took 
•* then* Limps and took no Oil in them^ 
♦* but the wife took Oil in their Lamps*. 
•* Whilft the Bridegroom tarried, they 
*' all numbered and flept : But at Mid- 
night there was a Cry made. Behold 
the Bridegroom Cometh, go ye forth ta 
•* meet him : Then all thofe Virgins arofe 
**and trimmed their Lamps; but the 
^ foolifh faid unto the wife, give us of 
^ your Qil, for oiir Lamps are gone oux ; 
^ but the wife anfwered and faid, not fo, 
^ left there be not enough for us and 
•*youj, go rather to them that fell, and ^ 
•* buy for yourfelve«^ But while they 
" went to buy, the Bridegroom came, 
^ and they that were ready entered in 
^ with him to the Marriage, and the 
" Door was ihut,. Afterward came alfo 
** the other Virgins, faying. Lord, Lord,, 
** open to US; but he anfwering faid,. 
^ Verily I fay unto you,. I know you 
•* not," Matt. XXV. i to 13. That there 
is a fpiritual Senfe iacvery Particular of 
- libiii Parable^ and that thence itdcrlvexK 
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it's Holinefs and Pivinity, cannot pofl 
fibly be feen, unlefs it be known that 
there is fuch a fpiritual Senfe, and what 
is it's Nature and Quality : In the fpiri- 
tual Senfe, by the Kingdom of God is 
meant Heaven and the Church, by the 
Bridegroom the Lord, by the Marriage 
the Marriage of the Lord with Heaven 
and the Church by the Good of Love 
and Faith; by Virgins arc fignified thofc 
who are of the Church, by Teh all, by 
Five fome, by Lamps the Truths of 
Faith, by Oil the Good of Love, by- 
Sleeping and Awaking the Life of Mail 
in the World which is natural Life^ aitd 
his Life after Death which is fpiritual; 
by buying is fignified to procure for 
themfelves ; by going to them that fell 
and .buying Oil, is fignified to procure 
for themfelves the Good of Love from 
others after Death ; and whereas this is 
impoffible, therefore notwithftanding 
their coming with their Lamps, and the 
Oil which they had bought, to the Door 
where the Marriage was j ftill the Bride- 
groom faid unto them, I know you not ; 

the 
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the Realbti is^ bccaufe Man after his 
Life in the World remaineth fuch as ho 
had lived in the World. Hence it is 
evident that, the Lord fpake by mere^ 
. C6rrefpondencies> and this in Confc* 
quence of fpeaking from the Divine 
Principle which was in Him and was 
His. That the Brijiegroom iignifies the 
Lord, and that the Kingdom of God 
fignifies IJeaven and the Church, and^ 
that Marriage fignifies the Lord's 
Marriage with the Church by the Good 
of Love and of Faith ^ that Virgins fig- 
nifythofe who are of the Church, Ten. 
aH> Five fome ; to deep, a natural State; 
to buy, to procure for themfelves; a 
Door, Entrance into Heaven ; and not 
to know, when fpoken by the Lord^ 
not to be principted in the Love of 
Him 5 may aj^ear fcom many Paffages 
in the Prophetical Word, where the 
fame E3q>rcffions^have a fimilar Signifi-. 
cation. Inafmuch as Virgins fignify 
thofe who are of the Church, therefore 
in the prophetical Word Mention is 
^lade fo frequently of the Vir%\tv -axvSu 

E 3 Ti-awi^vw. 
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Daughter of Zion, of Jcrufalem, and 
of Ifrael ,- and inafmuch as Oil fignifies 
the Good of Love, therefore all the 
Holy Things of the Ifraelitifh Church 
were anointed with Oil. * The Cafe is 
fimilar in Refpedl to the other Parables, 
and all the Words which the Lord 
fpake, and which are' written in the 
Evangel ifts ; it is from this Ground that 
the Lord faith, *' that his Words arc 

*♦* Spirit and are Life," John vi.63. The 
Cafe is the fame too with all the Lord's 
Miracles, which were Divine, as figni- 
fying various States with thofc, amongft 

. whom the Church was to be re-efta- 
blifhed by the Lord ; as when the Blind 

- received Sight, it fignified, that they 
ihould receive Underftanding who were 
in Ignorance of the Truth ; when the 
Deaf received Hearing, it fignified, that 
they fhould hearken and obey, who 
heard Nothing before concerning the 
Lord, and concerning the Word 5 when 
the Dead were raifed, it fignified, that 
they ihould become alive, who other- 
wife would have fpiritually perifhed; 

and 
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and fo in other Cafes : This is meant by 
the Lord's Reply to the Difciplcs of 
John, who fent to alk whether it was 
He who fhould come, **Go and tell 
** John thofe Things which ye havefeen 
"and heard, the Blind fee, and the 
" Lame walk, the Lepers are cleanfed, 
" and the Deaf hear, the Dead are railed, 
" and the Poor hear the Gofpel,** Matt. 
xi* 3j 4i 5* Moreover, all the Mi- 
racles related in the Word contain in 
them fuch Things as appertain to the 
Lord, to Heaven, and the Church, on 
which Account they are Divine Mira- 
cles, and are diftinguiihed from Miracles 
not Divine. Thefe few Obfervations 

-s' 

may ferve to illuftrate the Nature and 
Meaning of the fpiritual Senfe of the 
Word, and to Ihew that it is in all and 
every Part thereof. 

18. IIL That it is by Virtue jof ibe 
Spiritual Senfe^ that the Word is of Divine 
Tnjpiratioh, and Holy in every Jingle Ex^ 
pre£ion. It is afferted in the Church 
that the Word is Holy, but the Reafon 
of this 15, becaufe Jehovah God ^^Vj^ 
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k; neventeleft, as it's Holinefi doth 
lK>^appear in the Letter, therefore they^ 
who have begun once to entertain 
Doubts^ refpedting it's Holinefs on this^ 
Account; are afterwards confirmed ia 
fiich Doubts by many Things which 
occur iq reading it ; for they think at 
liich Times, haw can this be Holy? 
how can this be Divine? In Order 
therefore to prevent the forthcr Influx 
and Prevalence of fuch Doubts, which 
might deftroy the Lord's Conjundlibn 
with the Church that -is in Poff^flion. of 
the Wordj, it h^th pfcafcd the Lord at 
this Time to reveal the Spiritual Senfe^ 
that fo it may be known in what Part of 
the Word that Holy Principle refideth* 
But let us illuftrate this alfo by Exam*, 
pies : In the Word Mention is made 
fometimes of Egypt, fometimes of 
Afliur, fometimes of Edom, of Moab, 
of the Sons of Ammon,. of Tyre a^d 
Sidon^ and of Gog ; now if it be not 
known that by thefe Names are (ignified 
the Things* of Heaven and of the 
Church, a Reader may eafily be led 

etxoivciOuflY 
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crroneoufly to fuppofe, that the Word 
treateth much of Nations and of People, 
and but little of Heaven and the Church, 
confequently much of earthly Things, 
and little of heavenly Things ; but when 
he is acquainted what is fignified by 
thofe Nations and People, and by their 
Names, it is poflible he may then come 
out of Error into Truth : So in like 
Manner, when a Reader obferveth that 
fo frequent Mention is made in the 
Word of Gdrdens, Groves, Forefts, and 
alfo of the Trees thereof, as the Olive, 
the Vine, the Cedar, the Poplar„ and 
the Oak; and alfo of Lanjbs, Sheep^ 
Goats, Calves, and Oxen ; and further, 
of Mountains, Hills, Valleys, Foun- 
tains, Rivers, and feveral other Things 
-of a like Nature; if he be acquainted 
with the Spiritual Senfe of the Word, 
he muft needs believe that fuch Things 
have merely a literal Signification : For 
he doth not know that by a Garden, a 
Grove, and a Foreft, are meant Wifdom, 
Intelligence, and Science; that by an 
Olive-tree, a Vine, a Cedar, a Poplar ^^xssi. 
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^an Oak, are meant the Goodnefs and 
Truth of the Church* ujider their difFe* 
rent Characters of Celeftial^ Spiritual^ 
Rational* Natural* and Seafualj that by 
a Lamb* a Sheep, a Goat, a Calf> and 
an Ox* are meant Inapcencc, Charity* 
and natural Affecflion ; thaj: by Mounr* 
tains* Hills* ^nd Valleys*, are meant 
Things apperfciinilnig to the Chuixrh* ia 
their feveral JD^r^es of fupcriQr, in^ 
ferior* aj^ ^^wcftx ajy^ t;hat by %ypt 
ift fignififtd Sci^oce* hf Aflj«r Reafoo^, 
by £dcwi what k naturaU by Mos^ th^ 
Adiult^eration of Good* by the Sons of 
Ammoa tte Adulteration of Truth*, 
by Tyre and Sidon the Knowledges of 
Truth and Good* by jGog e:xternal Wor-* 
flbip without internalj but when he . 
knoweth thefe Things, he lyiay thea 
think, that tjie Word treat eth only of 
Things celeftial, and that thofe terref-L 
trial Things are merely the Subjefts that 
contain them. But it may be expe- 
dient to illuftrate this alfp by an Exam^ 
pie taken from the Word; it is written 
in David, ** The Voice of Jehovah is 
^ " upon.

^ upon the Waters ; the God of Glory 
*' caufeth it to thunckr ; Jchovth k upon 
** great Waters ; The Voice of Jehovah 
*' breaketh the Cedars, Jehovah bruifeth 
" the Cedars of Libanus, and maketh 
^' them to Ikip like a Calf, Libalius and 
** Scirion like a young Unicorni the 
" Voice of Jehovah falleth as a Flam^ of 
*• Fire : The Voice of Jehovah cau(eth 
** the Wildemefs to tremble, he caufeth 
*• to tremble the Wildernefs of Cadefh. 
**The Voice of Jehovah caufeth the 
" Hinds to bring forth, and maketh 
bare the Forcfts ; but in his Temple 
every one dcclareth Glory,'* Pfalm 
xxix. 3 to 9 ; in .thi$ Paflagfc, if the 
Reader is not awar^ that aU the Particu- 
lars thereof are Holy and Divine as to 
each fingle Exprdlion, he ntay fay 
within himfetf, if he be a mere natural 
Man^ what can this iheim, that Jehovah 
iktech upon the Waters, that by hi§ 
Voice he breajceth the Cedars, that he . 
caufeth them to -fltip fike a Calf, aiid 
Libafius like a young UMcorn^ and that ' 
he caufeth the fCndiy t^ Mtig Ibrth^ 
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not to mention other Particulars ; for he 
knoweth not that the Power of Divine* 
Truth, or of the. Word, is defcribed by 
thefe Things in a fpiritual Senfc; for^in 
that Senfe, by the Voice of Jehovah 
which there is Thunder, is meant the 
Divine Truth or Word in it's Power; 
by the great Waters on which Jehovah 
fittefh are meant the. Truths thereof; 
by Cedars and by Libanus, which he 
breakcth and bruifeth, are meant the 
Ealfcs of the rational Man ; by a Calf 
a.nd a young Unicorn, are meant the 
Ealfes of the natural and fenfual Man; 
by a Flame of Fire, the Affedion of the 
Falfe ; by a Wildernefs and the Wilder- 
nefs of Cadefh, the Church where there 
is no Truth and Goodnefs ; by Hinds, 
which the Voice of Jehovah caufeth to 
bring forth, are meant the Nations 
which are principled in natural Good ; 
and by the Forefts which he maketh 
bare, [uncovereth,] are m^ant the Sci- 
ences and Knowledges which the Word 
openeth to them ; wherefore it follows^ 
in his Temple eyery one declareth 

Glory, 
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Glory, by which is meant, that lA all 
the Particulars of the Word there arc 
contained Divine Truths, for TenlpI^ 
fignifies the Lord, and confequchtly the 
Word,* and alfo Heaven and the Church, 
and Glory . fignifies Divine Tmth. 
Hence it appears, that there is not a 
fingle Expreflion in this P^flage, tut 
what defcrilies the Divine Power of the 
Word againft Falfes of every Kind 
amongfl: natural Men, and the Divin6 
Power of reforming the Nations. 

1 9. There is in the Word a Serife ftill 
more interior, which is called CEiES'-i 
TiAL, concerning which Sontewhat 
was faid above, n. 6 ; but this Senfe 
cannot eafily be unfolded, not being fo 
much the Obj ed of intelleftual Thought^ 
as of Will- AfFedion. The true Ground 
and Reafon why there is in the Word d 
Senfe ftill more interior, which is called 
Celefl:ial, is, becaufe from the Lord 
proceeds Divine Good and Divine Truth, 
Divine Good from his Divine Love, and 
Divine Trtith from his Divine Wifdomi 
each is in the Word, for the Word i^ 
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the Divine Proceeding: It is on this' 
Account that the Word vivifies thofe 
who read it under holy Influence : But 
more will be faid on this Subjed in it's 
proper Place, when we come to Ihew, 
that a Marriage of the Lord and of the 
Church, and cohfequently a Marriage 
of Goodnefs and Truth, is contained in 
every Particular of the Word, 

20. IV. That the Spiritual Senfe of the 
Word hath been heretofore unknown. That 
all Things in Nature, both generally and 
particularly, correfpond with Things 
fpiritual, and in like Manner that all 
Things in the human Body have the 
f^me Correfpondence, was (hewn in the 
Treatife concerning Heaven and Hell, 
n. 87 to 105 ; but the Nature and Mean, 
ing of Correfpondence hath been here- 
tofore unknown; neverthclefs in the 
mod ancient Times Mankind were 
mofl: perfedly well vcrfed in this Science, 
it fc^ng.to them the Science of Sciences, 

and fo yniverfal, that all their Compo-

litions,^nd Books were written by Cor- 
refpondencies : The Book of Job, which 

is 
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is an ancient Book, is full of Correfpon*- 
dencies. The Hieroglyphics of the 
Egyptians, and alfo the fabulous Hip 
tories of Antiquity, had their fole 
Qround in thisJScience. All the ancient 
Chu^chc8 were Churches reprefentative 
of Things ccleftial ; their Ceremonial 
Rites, and alfo their Statutes, according 
to which their Worlhip was inftituted, 
confided of m s f Correfpondencics ; ^\ ' 
this was the Cafe in like Manner with' 
all Things appcrtaiixing to the Church 
amongft the Sons of Jacob; their Burnt- 
offerings and Sacrifices, with whatever 
related thereto, were Correfpondencics* 
fo was alfo the Tabernacle with all 
Things contained therein, and likewife 
their Feafts> as the Feaft of unleavened 
Bread, the Feaft of Tabernacles, and 
the Feaft of the Firft-fruits, &c. The 
fame is true refpedting the Priefthood 
of Aaron and of the Levites, and alfo 
rcfpeding the Garments of Holinefs be- 
longing to Aaron and his Sons, and 
nwrcover rcfpedting all their Statutes- 
and Judgments, which had Relation td. 

F a ^ ^€vt 
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their Life and Wprfliip : And whereas 
Tilings Divine in the World manifeft 
themfelves by Correfpohdencies, there- 
fore the Word was written by aigm Cor-r 
isefporideucics ; it was for this Rcafon 
that the Lord> in^fmuch as he fpakc 
from his Diyijie [Nature or Principle], 
ipakeby Correfpondencies ; for what^ 
ever is from the Divine. [Nature or 
Principle], when it is nmnifcfted in 
lN|i,ture, is manifefted in fuch Thin^ 
as correlpond vith what is Divine, and 
which then conceal in their Bofom th^ 
Divine Things, which- are tcrnied Cct* 
kftial and Spiritual. 

21. I have been informed, that the 
Men of the mpft ancient Church, which 
was before the Flood, were of a Nature 
and Temper fo heavenly, that they con* 
verfed with Angels, and coutd difcourfe 
with them by Correfpondencies ; hence 
the State of their Wifdom became fuch, 
that when they faw any Objed:' on the 
Face of the Earth, they not only thought 
of it naturally, but alfo fpiritually at 
the feme Time, and thus in Conjunct 

tiou

tion with the Angels. I have been fiif* 
ther informed, that Enoch, of whom 
^Mention is made in Genefis, Chap. v. 
2 1 to ci4, with thofe of his Society, col- 
lected Correfpondencies as they received: 
them from their Forefathers, and ham-: 
ded down the Science thereof to Pof- 
tcrity ; hence it came to pafs, that the 
Science of Correfpondencies was not 
only known, but alfo cultivated, inr 
mauy Kingdoms of Afia, particularly ia 
the Land of Canaan, Egypt, Aflyria, 
Chaldea, Syria, Arabia, in Tyre, Sidon, 
^nd Nineveh ; and that hence from the. 
Places bordering on the Sea it was tran-* 
flatcd into Greece, but Vvas there, 
changed into fabulous Relations, as^^ 
-may appear from the Writings of the 
earlieft People in that Country. 

22. liXit when the Reprefentatives of 
the Church, which were Correfpon- 
dencies, in Procefs of Time were per- 
verted to idolatrous and alfo magical 
Purpofes, then that Science, by the 
Divine Providence of the Lord, was 
fucceflively obliterated, .and with the 

F 3 \lt;x.Ov\x\^ 
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Ifraclitifti and Jewilh Nation was alto- 
gcther deftroyed and extinguifhed. The 
Worftiip indeed which was inftituted 
. ,. in this Nation confided of jagmm. Cor- 
refpondencies, and hence it was repre- 
fcntati>c of Things celeftial, but ftill 
they "knew not what was fignified there- 
by, for they were altogether natural 
Men, and therefore had neither Inclina- 
tion nor Capacity to know any ''Thing 
concerning fpiritual Things, nor confe- 
quently concerning Correfpondencies* 

23* The Idolatries of the Gentiles 
in ancient Times took their Rife from 
the Science of Correfpondencies, and 
the Reafon was, becaiife all Things that 
appear on the Face of tlie Earth corref- 
pond, thus not only Trees, but alfo 
Cattle and Birds of every Kind, to- 
gether with Fifh and all other Parts of 
Creation; the Ancients, who were prin- 
cipled in the Science of Correfponden- 
cies, made to themfelves Images, which 
correfponded with Things celeftial, and 
they were delighted with them as being 
fignificarivc of Things appertaining to 

Heaven 
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Heaven and the Church ; and therefore 
they not only placed thefe Images in 
their Temples, but alfo in their Hou- 
fcs, not for the Sake of Adoration, but 
to recall to their Remembrance the 
heavenly Things which they fignified ; 
hence in Egypt and in other Places they 
had Images of Calves, of Oxen, and of 
Serpents, and alfo of Children, of old 
Men, and of Virgins, becaufe Calves 
and Oxen fignify ' the AfFedtions and 
l^owers of the natural Man, Serpents 
the Prudence of the fenfual Man, Chil- 
dren Innocence and Charity, old Men 
Wifdom, and Virgins the AfFedlions of 
Truth, &c. Succeeding Generatibnsi- 
when the Science of Correfpondencies 
was obliterated, began to worlhip as 
holy the Images fet up by their Fore- 
fathers, bfecaufe they found them in and 
about their Temples, and at length they 
regarded them as Deities. The Cafe 
was the fame with other Nations, as 
with the Philifthines in Alhdod, whofe 
God was Dagon, concerning whom fee 
I Sam. V. I to the End ,• this Image 
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was in it's upper Parts like a Man, but 
beneath like a bifti, and the Reafon was, 
becaufe Man fignifies Intelligence, and 
Fifh Science, which make one. Hence 
alfo it was that the Ancients worlhipped 
in Gardens, and in Groves, according 
to the Species of Trees, and alfo upon 
Mountains and Hills ; for Gardens and 
Groves fignified Wifdom and Intelli- 
gence, and every particular Tree Some- 
what relating thereto, as the Olive the 
Good of Love, the Vine Truth derived 
from that Good, the Cedar rational 
Good and Truth, and Mountain figni- 
fied the higheft Heaven, and Hill the 
J - Ieaveu beiiC ctth. , That the Science of 
Correfpondencies remained, with fevcral 
of the Eafl:ern Nations, even titt the 
Coming of the Lord, may appear from 
the wife Men of the Eaft, who came to 
the Lord at his Birth, wherefore a Star 
went before theni, and they brought 
with them Gifts, Gold, Frankincenfe, 
and Myrrh, Matt. ii. i, 2, 9, 10, 11 ; 
for the Star, which went before them 
fignified Knowledge from Heaven, Gold 

fignified 
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- fignified celeftial Good, Frankincenfe 
Ipiritual Good, and Myrrh natural Good, 
which are the .three component ?rin- 

. ciples of all Worfliip. But (till, the 
Science of Cprrefpondencies was to^ 
tally annihilated with the Ifraelitiih 
and Jewifli Nation, notwithftanding 
that all Things appertaining to their 
Worfhip, and all the Judgipents^ and 
Statutes given them by Moiesi and 
all Things, contained in (he Word, 

^ were nifV Correfpondencies : The 
Reafon was, becaufe in Heart they 
were Idolaters, and of fuch a Nature 
and Temper, that they had no Incli- 
nation to know, that any Part of their 
Worfhip wa(s fignificative of Things 

. celeftial and- fpiritual ; for they were 
defirous that every Thing of that Sort 
fliould be Holy of itfelf [without any 
'Refpe<5l to it's Correfpondencej, and 
Ihould be confined to them [as peculiar 
People] ; wherefore if Things celeftial 
and fpiritual had been difcovered ta 
them, they would not only have rejec- 
ted, but would ajfo have profaned th^Kv\ 

tot 
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for this Reafon Heaven was fo fhut up 
to them> that they fcarce knew the 
Reality of a future and eternal Exiftencc. 
That this was the Cafe appears evident 
from this Confideration, that they diE 
not acknowkdge the Lord, althougK 
the Sacred Scripture throughout pro- 
pheficd concerning Him, and foretold 
Him; they rejected Him merely on this 
Account, becaufe he taught them Lef- 
fons relating to an heavenly, not to aa 
earthly Kingdom; for they defired a 
Mejffiah who would exalt them above 
all the Nations in the World, and not a 
Meffiah who would provide for their: 
eternal Salvation* Moreover they af- 
firm that the Word containeth init 
many Arcana, which are called Myfti- 

caU but they have no Inclination ta 

* 

learn that thofe Arcana relate to the 
Lord J neverthclefs they are willing to 
learn, when they are told thkt they re- 
late to Gold. 

24. The Reafon why the Science of 
Correfpondencies, whereby the fpiritual 
Senfe of the Word is, opened,, was not 

difcovercd 
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difcovcrcd in fucxreeding Times, was, 
becaufe Chriftians in the primitive 
Church were Perfons of great Simpli- 
city, fo that it could not be difcovered 
to thcoi, for had it htto, difcovered, 
it would have been ufelefs and unintel- 
ligible. After their Times Darknefs 
overfpread the whole Chriftian World, by 
Reafon of Papal Power and Dominion, 
and they who are fubjeA thereto, and 
have confirmed themfelves in it's falfc 
Doia^-ines, have neither Capacity nor In- 
clination to appjpehend any Thing of a' 
fpiritual Nature, .confequently what is 
meant by the Correfpondence of Things 
natural with Things fpiritual in the 
Word, for hereby they would be con- 
vinced that by Peter is not meant Peter, 
but the Lord as Peter, for as a Rock 
iignified by Peter ;] and they would be 
convinced alfo, that the Word even to 
it's inmoft Contents is Divine, and that 
Papal Decrees are refped:ively pf no 
Account. But after the Reformation, 
inafmuch as Men began to diftinguifli 
between Faith and Charity, and to wor- 
5 ^v^ 
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ihip God under three PcffohSy GOtife-* 
cjueiitly to worfhip three Gods, AVhom 
rfiey conceived to be Oiie, therefore at 
that Time heavenly Truths were corw 
cealed' from them, for. had they becft- 
difcovered, they would have been falfi-4.- 
ficdj and would have beeil abufed td 
the Cpnflrmiition of Faith ak)i]f^^ with-*^ 
out paying any Regard to Charity and 
Love; thus alfo Men would have clo-- 
fed Heaven againft thismfelves. 

25.' The T^eafort why the> fpiritual- 
Senfe of tbe Word is at^this Day niade 
manifeft by the Lord is, becaufe the 
DoArine of genuine* Truth is now re- 
vealed ; and this Dodrine, but no other, 
agreeth with the fpiritual Serife of the 
Word. This Senfe is likewife fignified 
by the Lord's Appearing in the Clouds 
with Glory and Power, [or Virtue,] 
Matt. xxiv. 30, 31 ; which Chapter 
treated! of the Confummation of the 
Age, by which is meant the laft Time- 
of the Church.. The Opening of the 
Word as to it's fpiritual Sehfe was alfo 
pfomifed in the Revelation, and that 

Senfc 
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Senfe is there meant by the white Horfe,, 
and by the great Supper to which all are 
invite4^ Chap, xix. i i to iS. That the 
fpiritual Senfe for a long Time \^ill not 
be acknowledged^ by Reafon of thofe who 
are principled in Falfcs of Dodrine, 
particularly, concerning the Lord, an4 . 
therefore do not admit Truths, is meant 
in the Revelation by the Bead, and bjr 
the Kings of the Earth, who were about 
to make War with Him that fat on the 
white Horfe,^ Chap. xix. 19; by the 
Beail are meant the Roman Catholics, as 
Chap., xvii.

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Good, for Urim is Fire bright and 
lucid^ and Thummim is Rcfplendence 
in the Angelic Tongue, and Integrity 
in the Hebrew Tongue ; it is further 
ftiewn in the fami Book of Heavenly 
Mysteries, that Anfwers were given 
by the Variegations of Light, aild at 
the fame Time by tacit Perception, or 
ty exprefs Declaration in Words. Hence 
It may appear, that by thefe precious 
Stones were alfofignified Truths derived 
trom Good in the ultimate Senfe of the 
Word; for by no other Truths are 
Anfw ers given from Heaven, inafmuch 
as the Divine Proceeding is in it's Fill- 
.'nefs in that Senfe, That precious Stones 
and Diadems fignify Divine Truths in 
their Ultimates, fuch as are in the lite- 
ral Senfe of the Word, was made mini- 
fcft to me from the precious Stones and 
-Diadems, which I faw in the fpiritual 
World amongft the Angels and Spirits 
therein ; they ferved in fome Cafes for

45 . That the Truths of the literal Senfe - 
pf the IVqrd are underjiood by the precious 
Stones in the Garden of Eden, in which the 
King of Tyre is f aid to have been. It is 
written in Ezechiel concerning the King 
pf Tyfe, ** Thou fealeft up thy Sum^ 
" full of Wifdom, and perftdl in Beauty ; 
" thou haft been in Eden the Garden of 
God; every precious Stcne was thy 
Covering, the Ruby, the Topaz, and

Things appertaining to the Tabermu' 
cle ; hence it follows, that by the Ulti-*' 
mates of the Tabernacle, which were 
the Curtains and Veils, confequently the 
Coverings and the Continents, were 
fignified the Ultimatcs of the Word, 
which are the Truths and Goods of it's 
literal Senfe : It was by Reafdn of this 
their Signification, >that *' all the Cur-

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alfo. That the Temple at Jerufalcm 
•was fignificativc of the Lord's Divine 
Humanity, He himfelf, teaches in thefc 
Words, ** Deftroy this Temple, and in 
three Days T will raife it \ip ; but he 
fpake of the Temple of his Body," 
John ii. 1 9, 2 1 ; and where the Lord is 
iignified, the Word alfo is lignified, be- 
•caufe the Lord is the Word. Now 
whereas by the interior Things of the 
Temple w-erc reprefentcd the interior 
Things of Heaven and of the Qiurcb, 
confcquently of the Word alfo, therefore 
i>y it*s exterior Things were reprefcnted 
and fignified the -exterior Things of 
Heaven and the Church, and- confe- 
^uently of the Word alfo, which arc 
the Things appertaining to it's literal 
•Senfe. Coni:}erning the exterior Things 
■of the Temple it is written, " That 
^* they were built of entire Stone not 
*' hewn, and of Cedar within 5 and that 
^*all the Walls thereof within were 
'* carved with Cherubs, arid Palms, and 
Opening trf Flowers ; and the Floor 
nf^* ove/laid with Gold,- x Kings vi. 7^ 
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29, 30 ; by all jPRhich Things alfo arc 
fignified the Externals of the Word, 
which are the holy Things of it's literal 
Senfe. 

4^S. ^hat the Word in ifs Glory was 
reprefented by the Lord when he was tranf^ 
jigured. It is written of the Lord, 
when he was transfigured in the Pre- 
fence of Peter, James, and John, " That 
** his Face (hone like the Sun; his Rai- 
ment was white as Light ; arid that 
there appeared Mofes and Elias talk- 
ing with him ; and that a bright Cloud 
** overfliadow^ed the Difciples, and a 
** Voice was heard from the Cloud, 
** faying. This is my beloved Son, hear 
*• ye Him,'' Matt. Xvii. i to 5. It Has 
been given me to underftatid, that the 
Lord, on this Occafion, reprefented the 
^Wprd ; by his Face, which fhone as the 
Sun, was reprefented his Divine Good ; 
by his Raiment which' was as Light, 
his Divine Truth ; by Mofes and Elias, 
the hiftorical and prophetical Word, 
by Mofes the Word which was written 
^by him, and in igeneral che hiftorical 

Words 
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Word, and ' by Elias the - prophetical 
Word; by the bright Cloud which over- 
fliadowed the Difciples, the Word in 
the Senfe of the Letter; wherefore out 
of this the Voice was heard, which foid, ' 
This is my beloved Son, hear yc Him^ 
for all Declarations and Refponfes from 
Heaven are given only in and by Thingt 
ultimate, fuch as are in the literal Senfc 
of the Word, for they are then given 
in their Fulnefs from the Lord. 

49. It haih been ftiewn above, that 
the Word in it's natural Senfe, which is 
the Senfe of the Letter, is in it's Sanc- 
tity and in it's Fulnefs ; it remaineth to 
Ihcvv, that the Word in that Senfe U ift 
it's PowER^ What and how great is tHfc 
Power of the Divine Truth in tht Mea- 
vjcns and alfo on the Earths, may appear 
from what is faid in the Treatife on 
Heav.e,n and Hell concerning the 
Power; of the Angels,, n. 228 to 233. 
The Po\ner of the Divine Truth operates 
cfpecially ag^inft Falfes and Evils, con- 
fequently againft t)ie Hells ; .?whofocver 
engage^' in XSombat againft thefe, mufl:' 
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fupport it^y'T^ihs from the literal 
Senfcofthc Word; the Lord's Power 
to fave Man is by Means of the Truth* 
which he receives, for by Truths de- 
rived from the literal Senfe of the Word^ 
Man is reformed and regenerated, aiid 
is then taken out of Hell, and introduced 
into Heaven; this Power the Lord took 
upon him even as to his Divine Hu* 
manity, after that he had fulBUed all 
the Contents of the Word even to it^g 
Ultimates; wherefore he faid to_ the 
High-Prieft, (fpeaking of the Time 
when by the Paflioa of the Crofs he 
ihould have completed what remained 
to be fulfilled,) *' Hereafter ye (hall fee 
" the Son of Man fitting on the right 
•* Hand of Power, and coming in the 
'* Clouds of Heavin," Matt. xxvi. 64. 
Mark xiv. 62. The Son of Man is the 
Lord as to the Word; the Clouds of 
Heaven lignify the Word in^the Senfe 
jof the Letter ; to fit on the right Hand 
of God is Omnipotence by the Word, 
as alfo Mark xvi. 19. The Power of the 
Lord by Virtue of the Ultimates of

Truth was reprefcntcd by Nazaritcs in 
the Jcwifli Church, and by Samfon, of 
whom it is faid, that he fhould be a 
Nazarite from his Mother's Womb, 
and that Power confided in his Hair 5 
by a Nazarite and the Nazaritelhip 1% 
alfo iignified Hair: That Samfon'a 
Power was in his Hair, he himfelf dc- 
clareth in thefe Words, •* There hath 
*' not come a • Razor upon mine Headi^ 
** becaufe I am a Nazarite from my 
"" Mother's Womb ; if 1 be (haven, then. 
*• my Strength will depart from me, and I 
** fhall become weak, and fhall be like 
"any Man/* Judges xvi. 17. None 
can know why the Nazaritefhip, by 
which is fignified Hair^ was inftituted ; 
and whence it is, that Samfon derived 
Strength from Hair, unlefs he knoweth 
what is fignified in the Word by Head ; 
,by Head is fignified celeftial Wifdom, 
-which Angels and Men receive from 
the Lord by Divine Truth ; hence by 
the Hair of the Head is fignified celeC 
tial Wifdom in the Ultimates, and alfo 
^ Divine Truth in the Ultimates. This 
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being the Signification of Hair, by Rea- 
fon of it's Correfpondence with the 
Heavens, therefore it was ordained as a 
Statute for the Nazarites, *^ That they 
** fhould not fhave the Hair of their 
** Head, becaufe that is the Nazarite- 
^ fliip of God upon their Head,'*

originating in Correfpondence, there-

141 
foalfois "the Ancient of Days'* de- 
fcribed, Dan. vii. 9. On this Subjedl 
alfo Somewhat may be fecn above, n. 35. 
In fine, the true Ground and Reafon 
why the Power of the Divine Tnfth or 
Word is in the Senfe of the Letter is, 
becaufe in that Senfe t;he Word is in

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it's Fulnefs^ and becaufe in that Senfe 
the Angels of both the Lord's King« 
doms^ and Men^ are together united. 



That the DoSirine of the Church 
ought to he drawn from the literal 
Serife of the Word, and be con-- 
fimjLed thereby. 



50. T T was ihewn in the foregoing 
X Article, that the Word, in irt 
literal Senfe^ is in it's FuUiefs,. in it's 
Sandity, and in it's Power ; and whereas 
the Lord is the Word, as being the All; 
of the Word, it follows,, that the Lordi 
in that Senfe is moft efpccially prefent,. 
and that by Virtue thereof he teacheth 
and enlighteneth Man. But it may be 
expedient to prove thefe Pxx>politions 
under feveral Articles arranged iathe 
following Order : L That, the Word 
without Dodrine is unintelligible. IL 
That Dpdrine ought to be drawa froia 
the literal Senfe of the Word.

^51.1. T!hat the Word without DoSrine 
is unintelligible. The Reafon is, becaufc 
the Word, in it's literal Senfe, confijfteth 
iP^H^ ofjmmm Correfpondencies, to the End 
that fpiritual and ccleftial Things may 
be together in it, and that every fingle 
Expreffion may be their Continent and 

. Support; therefore Divine Truths in the 
literal Senfe are rarely found naked, but 
clothed, in which State they are called 
Appearances of Truth, and are for the 
itioft Part accommodated to the Appre* 
henfion of the Simple, who are not ufed 
to any Elevation of their Thoughts 
above vifible Objcds* There are alfo 
fome Truths which appear like Contra-- 
diftions, when neverthclefs there is not 

^a lingle Cohtradidion in the Word, if 

it be viewed in it's own fpiritual Light: 

In fome Parts like wife of the Prophetic 

^ Writings, there is a Collcdion of 

'Nimes of Places and Perfons, from

15. aSuch then being thie 
Nature of the Word in it*s literal Senfe^ 
it muft be very evident, that without 
Dodrine it cannot poffibly be under* 
flood. But this will be bed illuftrated > -f 
by Examples 5 it is faid for Inftance, 
^ that Jehovah rcpenteth/' Exod. xxxii* : 
I2> 14. Jonah iii. 9. Chap. iv. 2 ; and 
it is alfo faid, " that jfehovah doth not 
•* repent,*' Numb, xxiii. 19. i Sam* xv. 
29; which apparently contradidory 
Paflages, without Dodrinc, are not re- 
concileable. It is faid, V that Jehovah . 
«' vifiteth the Iniquity of the Fathers 
** upon the Children to the third and' 
"fourth Generation," Numb. xiv. liS; 
and it is likewife faid, •* that the Fathers 
" Ihall not be put to Death for the 
•* Children, neither the Children for . 
** the Fathers, but every Man ihall be 
** put to Death for his own Sin,** DcuL 
3txiv. 16. Thefe Paflages, without Doc- 
trine, feem contradidlory ; but when ii- 
luftrated by Doftrine, they're in per- 
fea Agreem^ntc JeAis iaiib> '' Aflc^ and

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** it Ihall be given you ; feek^ and yc 
" (hall find ; knock,, and it fliall be 
*• opened unto you ;" without Dodrinc 
it might be fuppofed, from thefe Words, 
that every one ihould certainly receive 
what he requefleth; but Dodtrinc 
teacheih, that whatfoever a Man alketh 
of the Lord, and under his Influence, 
that is granted him; for thus the Lord 
cxplaincth himfelfy " If ye abide in Mc, 
•* and my Words abide in you, ye Ihall 
*' alk what ye will, and it Ihall be done 
** unto you," John xv. 7. The Lord 
faith, " Bleffed are the Poor, for their'3 
•* is the Kingdom of God," Luke vi. 20. 
Without Dodrine it may be imagined^ 
that Heaven is defigned for the Poor, 
and not for the Rich; but Dodlrinc 
teacheth, that the Poor in Spirit are 
hejic meant; for the Lord feith in 
another Place, " Bleffed are the Poor 
•* in Spirit, for thcir*s is the Kingdom 
«« of Heaven," Matt. v. 5. Again, the 
Lord faith, " Judge not, that ye be 
** not judged ; for with what Judgment 

V ye judge, yc ihall be judged/* Matt.

vii. I, 2. Luke vi. 37 ; without Doc- 
line a Pcrfon might here be led to thi« 
Cbnclufion, that he ought not to judge, 
in Refpedl to an evil Man, that he fci 
evil ; whereas from Dodlrine it appear- 
cth, that it is lawful to judge, if it be 
done righteoufly, for the Lord faith, 
"Judge righteous Judgment," John 
vii. 24. Again, the Lord faith, •* Be 
'^ not ye called Rabbi, for one is your 
" Maftor* even Chrift ; and call no 
** Man your Father upon Earth, for one 
** is your Father in Heaven ; neither be 
. ** ye called Mailers, for one is your 
. '* Mafter, even Chrift," Matt, xxiii. 8^ 
9. iOa Thefe Wofds, unexplained by 
Do<5trinc, would feem to imply, that it 
is not lawful to call any Perfoh Rabbi^ 
Father, or Mafter ; whereas by Dodrine 
we learn, that it is lawful in a natural 
Senfe, though it be unlawful in a fpi- 
ritual Senfe. Again, Jefus faid to his 
Difciples, *' When the Son of Man 
" ftiall lit upon the Throne of his 
*' Glory, ye alfo Ihall fit upon twelve 
^* Thrones, judging the twelve Tribes

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"of Ifrael/* Matt, xix, 28. From 
fhefc Words it might be concluded, 
chat the Difciples of the Lord are to 
fit hereafter in Judgment; when the 
Truth is, they cannot judge any Per- 
fon; Dodlrine therefore muft explain 
how this Myftery is to be underflood^ 
and thus unfolds it, by teaching that 
the Lord alone, who is onmifcient, and 
knoweth all Hearts, is to fit in Judg- 
ment, and is able to judge ; and that 
by his twelve Difciples is meant the 
Church, iaJRefpedt to all the Truths 
and Goods which it hath from the Lord, 
by Means of the Word; from whence 
Dodh-ine concludes, that thofe Truths 
and Goods are to judge every one, ac- 
cording to the Words of the Lord in 
John, Chap. iii. 17, 18. Chap. xii. 47, 
48. Whofoever readeth the Word 
without Dpdlrine, knoweth not how 
thofe Things cohere together, which 
are fpoken by the Prophets concerning 
the Jewilh Nation and Jerufalem, where 
it is faid that the Church fhall continue 
with that Nation,, and it's Seat abide 

in 
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in that City for ever, as in the follow- 
ing Places, " Jehovah ftiall vifit his 
** Flock, the Houfe of Judah, and (hall 
^^ place them as a Horfe of Glory in < 
*' War ; out of him came forth the 
'* Corner, out of him the Nail, and out 
•* of him the Bow of War,** Sach. x. 3, 4. 
^ Behold I come to dwell in the Midft

52. From what lias heeh faid it /may 
appear, that they who read the Word 
without Dodrine, or who do not forqi 
to themfelves a Dodrine from the Word, 
are in the Dark concerning every Tnith, 
and that their Minds are wavering and 
unliable, prone t6 Errors, and miy 
cafiiy be led into Herefies, which they 
alfo embrace if they afpire after Favour 
or Authority,, provided they do ; not 
thereby endanger rheir , Reputation; 
' for'the Wordis to dT^mas.a!Candleftick 
without Light, and they fee in the 
Dark as it were many Things, when 
neverthelefs they fee fcarcciy any Thing 
at all, for it is DoiStrine alone that 
giveth Light as a Candle* I have feen 
fuch examined by the Angels, and it 
was found, that they could confirrn 
from the Word whatever they pleafed>

- 53. - IL ^bat Dcdrine (mgbt to be^ 
drawn front the literal Senje of the JVord^ 
and to be^ confirmed thereby. The Reafon 
is, becaufe the Lord is prefent in that . 
Senfe alone, enlightcfning and teaching 
Man the Truths of die Church; for all 
the Lx)rd's Operations are performed 
in Fulnefs, and the Word in it's literal

54. That the Word is not only intel- 
ligible by Docflrine, but is alfo, as it 
were,' luminouSj appears from the 
Word's not being intelligible without 
Doiftrine,' and like a Candleftick with- 
out Light, \ as was fhcwn above.

26^ no one 
can come ihto the fpiricu&l Senfe of the 
Word through CorreQxondencies, un^ 
lefs he be firft in genuine Troths derived 
from Dodhine. It is poflible for a 
Perfon, who is not in genuine Truths, 
to ialfify the Word by fome Corre- 
fpondencies with which he is aicquain- 
ted, when he connefteth them together, 
and applieth them to the Confirmation 
of particular Opinions rooted in his 
Mind, in Gonfequence of the Princi* 
pies he hath imbibed. Befides, the fpi* 
ritual Scnfe of the Word is opened to 
Man by the Ix)rd alone^ and is guar- 
ded by Him, as the angelic Heaven i& 
jguarded, for Heaven is thereih. It lis 
therefore highly neceffary that Man 
ihould ftudy the Word in it's literal 
Senfe, as through it alone Dodrhid i^ 
obtained. 
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57. Ill, That genuine Truik^ which 
mnft re/ult frt^m DoSrine, is apparent^ in 
fbkliieral Sen/e <(f the. fF&rd^ only to tbofe, 
who art in lUuminaiion firom the Lord. 
lUuminatioa cometh from the Loid 
alonc^ and, abideth with thofe who 
love Truths for Truth's Sake^ and api- 
plytthem to the Purpofes of a good Life t 
none elfe can receive Illumination from 
the Word. The Rcafon why Illumi- 
nation cometh from the Lord alone is» 
becaufe the Word is from Him, and 
confequcntfy He is. in the Word; and 
the Rcafon of it's abiding only with 
thofe, who love Ti^uths for Truth's 
Sake, and apply them to the Purpofes 
of a good. Life, is, becaufe they are in 
the Lord, and the Lord in them ; for 
the Lord is Divine Truth itfel^ and 
the L6rd is. then Jovjjd, when- Men live 
according to his divine Truths, confe- 
-quoatly, when by Virtue thereof they 
bringcfotth. the Fruits of good and ufe- 
fol Sendee; according to thefe Words 
in 'JofaiV " At that' Day ye fcall knpw

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*• that hath my Commandmetits, and

60. The very Reverfe happeneth^ ' 
where Men interpret the Word by the* 
Doiftrinc of falfe Religion, and pafti- 
cularly where they confirm fuch Doc- 
trine by the Word, with no other View' 
than their own Glory, and the Acquire- 
ment of worldly Wealth; witfei ^^^ 
Perfons the Truths of the Word app4|P 
as in the Shades of the Night, and their 
falfe Interpretation as in the Light of 
the Day; they read Truths, but they 
do not fee them; and if they fee the 
Shades of them, they falfify themJ'. 
The{e are they whom the Lord de- 
fcribeth " as having Eyes, yet they fee; 
** not, and Ears, yet they do not un- 
"derftand,** Matt. xiii. 14,15; for 
Nothing blinds Man but his own Pro- 
priety, and the Confirmation of Falfe ; 
the Propriety of Man is Sclf-Love, and 
hence the Arrogance of Self-Intelli- 

gence; 
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g^iKC; iand the Cpijfirmation of the 
Falfe is Darknefs counterfeiting Light. 
Hence, the Light of thefe b^cometh 
merely natural, and their Sight is like 
that. of a I^erfon who imagineth he feeth 
Phantoms in the Shade. 
; 6 1 . I have been permitted to con- 
verfe with feyeral after Death, who bc- 
licycd they (hould fliine as the Stars 
irt the Fpi«ament, bec^ufe, as they faid, 
they had, .accounted the Word holy, 
had ofben perufed it^ and had coUeded 
many Things from it, whereby they had 
confirmed the Tenets of their particular 
Faithj, and had acquired the Reput^tio|i 
qi being great Scholars and learned 
Men ; > in. Confequence whereof they 
fuppofed they Ihould be advanced to 
the Dignity of a Michael or a Raphael ; 
but on their Examination refpe(£iing 
the Lqyc which influenced them in 
theirj ^dy of the Word, it was dif. 
coveiredy-j^that fome of them had ftudied 
itt, from a Principle of Self-Love, with 
a View to acquire Rank and Diflinc- 
tioTi in thefChurch^ ami fome from a

Cafe, when felfifh and worldly Love 

-arc the* Ends, the Mind, in reading the 

Word, abideth in itfelf. and in the 

World, *and fcottfequently is confined 

in it*s Thoughts to it*s own Proprium 

or Selfhood, which is in utter Dark- 

nefs refpedling all Tilings that relate to 

Heaven ; fo that in fuch a State, it is , 

impoflible for Man to be drawn bjr the 

Lord out of his Proprietor, and to be 

elevated into the Light of Heaven, and 

of Confequence it is impoflible heihould 

-any Influx from the Lord

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tkrough Heaven. I have alfo feen fuch 
Perfons admitted into Heaven, but 
when they were difcovered to be with- 
out Truths, they were caft headlong 
down again; yet ftill they remained full 
of a Conceit that they deferved to be 
in Heaven. The Cafe is different with 
thofe who have fludied the Word out 
of a pure Affccftion towards the Knoww 
ledge of Truth for Truth's Sake, and 
becaufe it is a Means of promoting . the

only in Refped: to themfelves, but their. 
Neighbour: I have feen fuch raifed up. 
into Heaven, and thereby into thq 
Light, wherein Divine Truth there ap^

Wifdom, and the Happincfs thereof, ' 
which is eternal Life. 

That by 'the literal Senfe of the Word 
Man hath ConjunSizon -zuzth the 
Lord^ and Confotiation with the 
Angels. . 

62. nr^ H E Reafon why Man hath* 
X Conjuhdlion with the Lord 
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fcy Means of the Word, is becaufe it 
treats of Him alone, and through it the 
Lord is all in all therein, and is called 
the Word, as has been fhewn in the 
Treatife CONCERNING the Lord. The 
Reafon why fuch Gonjundtion is efFec- 
ited by the literal Senfe is, becaufe the 
Word in that Senfe is in it's Fulncfsj 
in it*s Holinefs, and in it's Power, as 
was (hewn above in the Article con- 
cerning it J this Conjundion is not ap- 
^ar^nt to Man, but is wrought in the 
AfFedion and Perception of Truth, and 
thereby in the Love and Faith of Di- 
vine Truth in him. 

63. The Reafon of Man's Conlb- 
tiation with Aqgeis by Means of the 
literal Senfe, is, becaufe the fpiritual 
and celeftiai Senfes arc contained in that 
Senfe, and the A ngels are in thofe Sen- 
fes ; the Ang^s of the Lord's fpiritual 
Kingdoni in the fpiritual Senfe of the 
Word, and the Angels of the Lord's 
^eleftial Kingdom in it*s celeftial Seafe; 
there is an Evolution or Unfolding of 
thcfc Senfes efFeded by Virtue of the

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literal Senfe, whiMl it is read by a Per-t 
fonwho is in the Truth; fuch Evolu- 
tion is inftantaneous, confequently the 
Confociation is fo Jikewife. 

64. That the fpiritual Angels arc in 
the fpiritual Senfe of the Word, and 
the celeftial Angels in it's celeftiai 
Senfe, was proved to mc by manifold 
Jlxperience; it was given mc to per-^ 
ceive that whilft I was reading the Word 
in it's literal Senfe> CommunicatiQa

this aifo I have frequently fcen and 
heard. From thefe Circumftances it is 
given me to know, by fenfible Ex- 
perience, that the Word as to it's literal 
Senfe is a Divine Medium of Conjunc- 
tion with the Lord, and with Heavem

65. But in what Mannec this Un«-' 
folding of thofe Senfes takes Place, fhall 
be explained in a few Words ; but that 
it may be under ftood, it mud be recol- 
ledled what was faid above, n. 6, 38, 
concerning fucccflive Order, and con- 
cerning limultaneous Order, that what 
is Celcftial, Spiritual, and Natural, fol- 
lows one after another in fucceflive Or- 
der, from the higheft Things which are 
in Heaven, to the loweft which are in 
the World 1 and that the fame Things 
in= limultaneous Order are in the loweft, 
'• , •> whick 
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which is natural, one near the other^ 
from the moft internal to the moft ex- 
ternal, and that in like Manner are the 
fucceffive Senfes of the Word>. the Ce- 
leftial and Spiritual, at the fame Time 
in. the Natural. Thefe Things being,, 
comprehended, it may in fome Mea- 
fure be explained to the Underftanding,, 
in what Manner the. two Senfes,. Cel^f. 
rial and Spiritual, are unfolded frqpi 
the Natural, when Man is reading, the 
Word; for then the fpi ritual A ngcjs 
extraft and call forth fpiritual Things, 
and the celeftial Angels, celcftiaITh;ngs; 
nor can. they do otherwife, becaufe thofa 
Things are in Agreement with, the.ir. 
Nature and EiTencc, and are hpinp-^ 
geneous therewith. .; . - 

66. But this may firft be illuftrafed by- 
fimilar Comparifons from th|^ three. 
Kingdoms of Nature, whiqh are cajl^dj 
ih^ Animal i the Vegetable, and the A^ViT- 
m/. In the . Animal Kinf^om^ \ fprj Jp- 
fiance, when the Food, is turned .to 
Chyle, the Blood-Veffels extrad: frftm 
thence and call forth. theij. BljO^diilhe

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nervoiTs Mbres their Juices, and the 
Subftances, from wlience thofe fibres 

• origirtate, their animal Spirit. In the 
' Vigelahle Kiftgdom, a Tree, with it's 

Trunk, Branches, Leaves, and Fruits, 

' is fupport^d on it's Root ; and out of 

the GroOnd, by Means of it's Root, 

cxtrafleth and calleth forth a denfcr 

- Juice for the Trunk, Branches, and 
^ Leaves, a* purer for the flelhy Part ef 

- the Fruit, and rfie pureft of all for the 
Seeds within the Fruit. In the Mineral 
Kingdom, Minerals in fome Places in 
the Bowels of the Earth are impregnated 
with Gold, Silver, and Iron; the Gold, 

• Silver, and Iron, draw their refpedive 

• Efements from the fubtcrraneous Va- 
j)ours. 

6*7. Let us now illuftrate, by Exam- 
ple, after what Manner the fpiritual 
Angels draw forth their Senfe, and 

• the cclcftiai Angels their's, from the 
-natural Sec^ie, in which the Word is ' 
'■ with Men; let us take for Example.; 

five Commandments of the Decalogue. 
The Commandment, Thou Jhalt bontmr 

•> :* -J 
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thy Father and Mother ; by Father and 
Mother, Man underftands a Father 
.and Mother on Earth, and alfo all 
thofe who are in the Place of Father 
and Mother; and by honouring them, 
he underftands to have them in Honour 
and to obey them. But the fpiritual 
Angel underftands by Father the Lord, 
and by Mother the Church, and by 
honouring them he underftands to love 
them. And the celcftial Angel by 
Father underftands the Divine Love 
of the Lord, by Mother his JDivine 
Wifdom, and by honouring them he 
underftands doing Good from hina. 
The Commandment, T^hau Jhalt not fteai : 
by Stealing Man undcrftandcth to rob, 
defraud, and under any Pretence what- 
ever to take from another what belong^ 
to him ; ' whereas a fpiritual Angel by 
Stealing meaneth to deprive others of 
their Truths of Faith, and Goods of 
Charity, by Means of Falfes and Evils; 
but a ccleftial Angel by Stealing mean- 
eth to attribute to himfelf what be- 
longeth to the Lord^ and to appropriate 

to 
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to himfelf his Rightcoufnefs and Merits 
Again^: ^bou fialt not comtnU Adultery^: 
%y committing Adultery Man under- 
ftandeth to Commit Whoredom, to be- 
guilty of obfeene Pradtices,. to indulge 
wantOR Difcourlbj and to entertain lewd. 
1"houghts ;. whereas a fpiritual Angel,, 
by committing Adultery, meanpth to. 
adulterate the Goods of the Word,, 
and to falfify it's Truths ; but a celeftiall 
Angel, by committing Adulfery, mean— 
eth to deny the Divinity of the Lord^. 
and to^ prophane the Word. Again, 
SChmJbalt do no. Murder i. by doing Mur*- 
der^ Man underftandeth, not only the 
taking away another's Life,, but likewifc 
bearing Malice and Hatred in the Heart,, 
and breathing arevengefulSpiritagainft 
any Perfon; whereas by doing Murder. 
a fpiritual Angel underftandeth, to play 
the Devil's Part, and deftroy Meii's 
Souls ;, and a celeftial Angel, by doing 
Murder, meaneth to hate the Lord,, 
and thofe Things. which are the Lord's. 
• Laftly, Tbou Jhalt not bearfalfe, Witnefs% 
by bearing falfe Witnefs, Man under- 
ftandeth 
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llandeth alfo to tell Lies, and todefamd 
any Perfon ; whereas a fpiritual Angel, 
by bearing falfe Witnefs, meaneth to 
declare, and endeavour to perfuade 
others, that what is falfe is true, and 
what is evil is good, and vice verfa : 
But a celeftial Angel, by bearing falfe 
Witnefs, meaneth to blafpheme the 
Lord and the Word. Thcfe Inftknccs 
may fcrvc to fhew, after what Manner 
the fpiritual and celeftial Senfe of the 
Word is unfolded and extracted fronfi 
the natural Senfe in which the5r are 
contained, and what is wonderful, the 
Angels extract thefe Senfes without 
having any Knowledge of a Man*s 
Thoughts ; but ftill the Thoughts of 
Angels and Men make one by Cor- 
refpgndencies, like End,, Caufe, and 
Effed; for Ends do adually exift in 
the Celcftfal Kingdom, Caufes in the 
Spiritual, and Effeds in the. Natural 
Kingdom. This very Conjundion by 
Correfpondencies was the fame from 
the Creation; hence then the Confocia- 

tion 
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tion of Men with Angck is effedled by 
the Word. 

68. The ReafoA why the Conft)cia-r 
tion of Man with the Angels is eiFeded 
by the natural, or literal Senle of the 
Word is, bccaufe in every Man, by 
Virtue of Creation, there are three 
Degrees of Life^ the Cekftial, the Spiri- 
tual, and the Natural ; Man however 
is in the natural Degree fo long as he 
continucth in this. World, and at the 
fame Time is fo far in the fpiritual De- 
gree, as he x$ under the Influence of 
genuine Truths, and fo far in the 
celeftial Degree as he liveth a Life ac- 
cording to thofe Truths ; but yet he 
Cinnot come into the real fpiritual or 
celeftial Degrees till after Death. But 
more concerning this elfewhcre. 

69. Fronv what hath been faid, it 
muft appear evidently, that in the- 
Word alone, through which Man hath 
Conjundtion y/rth the Lord, and Con- 
fociation with the Angels, there ir 
Spirit and Life, as the Lord (kith, 
*' The Woj:d& which I ipeak unto yoa 

*' arc 
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** are Spirit and Life," John vj. 63 ♦ 
^' The Water which I give you. Ihali 
^* be a Well of Water Ipringing up unto 
'•^ everlafting Life," Johniv, 14. ^'Maa 
^ doih not Jive by Bread alone, but by 
'^^ every Word that proceedeth out of the 
^' Mouth of God,'! Ma^t. iv. 4, '' La- 
**' hour Jiot for the Meat that perilheth, 
•*' but for the Meat which endur^th 
^ unto everlafting Life, which the Son 
^ of Man Ihall give unto you," Joha 
vi. 27.* 

T^at the Word is in all the Heavens, 
and that Angelic Wifdom is thence 
derived. 

70. np HAT the Wwd is Sn the 

X Heavens, hath remained a 
Secret to Mankind unto this Day^ nor 
could it be made known fb loi\g as the 
Church was ignorant of the Exiftence 
of Angels and Spirits, and that they 
were like Men i« this our World, and 
rcfemble them in every Particular but 

this^ 
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this, viz. that they are fpiritual Beings, 
and that all Things they have amongft 
them are from a fpiritual Origin; 
whereas Men on Earth are natural 
Beings, and all Things amongft them 
are from a natural Origin. So long as 
the Church was in fuch Ignorance, it 
could never be known tjiat the Word is 
alfo in the Heavens, and that it is read 
by the angelic Inhabitants, and alfo by 
the Spirits that are under the Heavens. 
But left this Truth ftiould remain for 
ever a Secret, it hath been granted me 
to be in Fellowfhip with Angels and 
Spirits, and to converfe with them, and 
to fee what is in their Worlds, and af- 
terwards to relate to Mankind many of 
the Things which I have feen and heard. 
This I have done in a Treatife concern- 
ing Heaven and Hell, publifhed at 
London in the Year 1758 ; from which 
Work it will appear that Angels and 
Spirits are Men, and that they have 
amongft them an Abundance of all fuch 
Things as exift amongft Men on Earth. 
That Angek and Spirits are Men, may 

i be 
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tie feen in that Trcatife, n. 73 to 77^ 
and alfo n. 453 to 456 ; alfo that they 
bavc amongft them Divine Worfhip and 
Preaching in their Temples, n. 221 to 
227; aiKi that they have likcwifc 
Writings and Books, n. 253 to 264; 
and alfo the Holy Scripture or Word, 
%. 259. 

71. As to what refpecfls the Word ir» 
Heaven, it is written in a fpiritual 
Style, which differs entirely from a 
statural Style ; a fpiritual Style coniiftetb 
of nicre Letters, each whereof involves /^^"^ 
fbme particular Senfe, and there arc 
Punftuations above the Letter which 
exalt the Senfe. The Letters in Ufe 
amongft the fpiritual Angels, arc like 
the Letters ufed in printing in our 
World ; and the Letters in Ufe amongft 
the celeftial Angels are like the old 
Hebrew Letters, varioufly infleded, and 
w ith Signatures above and beneath, each 
of w hich involves fome entire Senfe irt 
itfclf. Inafmuch as their Writing is 
of lych a Nature, therefore the Names 
•f Perfons and Places which accut vcv

the Word are nDt like our^s, but inftead 
of Names ace the real Things which 
they fignify ; as by Mofes, the hiftorical 
Word ; by Elias, the prophetic Word % 
by Abrahanrij Ifaac, and Jacob, the 
^Lord with Refpcdl to his Divinity and 
' Divine Humanity ; by Aaron, thePrieftly 
Office; by David, the Kingly Office, 
each in Relation to the Lord ; by the 
Names •of the Sons of Jacob, or the 
twelve Tribes of Ifnel, various Things 
rcfpecfling Heaven and the Church ; fo 
alfo by the Names of the Lord's twelve 
l)ifciples ; by Zion and' Jerufalem the 
Church in Regard to Dodrine derived 
from the Word ; by the Land of Ca-. 
naan, the Church itfelf ; by the Places 
and Cities thereii^^ on this Side Jordan 
and beyond it, various Things relating 
to the Church- and it's Dodlrines. 
It is the fame in other Things in the 
Word. The Cafe is the fame in Refr 
ped to Numbers 5 they do not occur in 
the Copies of the Word written in Hea^ 
ven, but inftcad of them, are exprcffed 
the real Things^ with which the Num*. 
2 . bcra 
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bers correfpond. Hence it is plain to 
fee that the Word in Heaven, as to the 
literal Senfe, is fimilar to, and at the 
fame Time corrcfponding with, our 
Word, and confequcntly that they are 
one ; for Correfpondencies make one. 

72. It is a wonderful Conlideration, \ ^ 
that the Word in Heaven is fo written 
that the Simple underhand it in Sim- 
plicity, and the Wife in Wifdom ; for 
there are feveral Dots and Signatures ^ 
over the Letters, which, as was ob- 
ferved, exalt th& Senfe, but which the 
Simple do not attend to, nor have ahy 

. Knowledge of; whereas the Wife are 
attentive to them, every one in Propor- 
tion to his Wifdom, from the loweft to 

* the higheft. A Copy of the Word 
written by the Angcjs under the Lord's 
Infpiration, is kept by every largo: 
Society, in a facred Repofitory ap- 
pointed for that Purpofe, left it ihould 
fufFer any Alteration in any of it'» 
Points and Signatures. The Word in 
our World is fimilai; to the Word in 

. Heaven in this Refpeft, that the Sim- 

N 2 pic 
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pie underftand it in Simplicity, and 
the Wife in Wifdom; but yet this 
Difference of Underftanding in both 
Worlds, arifeth from a different 
Ground, and is effeded in a different 
Manner. 

73. ^he Angels themfelves confefs 
that they, derive all their Wifdom from 
the Word ; for in Proportion as their 
Underftanding of the Word is enlarged, 
in the fame Proportion the Light, 
wherein they dwell, is increafed; the 
Light of Heaven is Divine Wifdom, 
•which in the Eyes of the Angels hath 
the Appearance of Light; In the facred 
Repofitory, wherein the Copy of the 
Word is kept, the Light is bright and 
flaming, exceeding every other Degree 
of Light that fhineth in the other Parts, 
of Heaven. The Reafon is, as was 
laid above, the Lord is in the Word. 

74. The Wifdom of the celeftial 
Angels exceeded! the Wifdom of the 
fpiritual Angels, almoft as much as the 
Wifdom of the fpiritual Angels ex- 
ceedeth the Wifdom of Men ; and the 

Reafon 
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Reafon is, ' becaufe the celeilial Angels 
are in the Good of Love from the Lord, 
and the fpiritual Angels are in the 

• 

Truths of Wifdom from the Lordi 
and where-ever the Good of Love is, 
there Wifdom Vefidcth at the fame 
Time ; but where thi Truths of Wif- 
dom are^ there no more true Wifdom 
refideth, than in Proportion to the 
Good^of Love by which it is attended. 
This is the Reafon why the Word, in 
• the Lord's celeftial Kingdom^ is w rit- * 
ten ^ differently from the* Word in the 
Lord's fpiritual Kingdom ; for in the 
Word of the celellial Kingdom are ex- 
preffed the Goods of Love^ and the 
Signatures are the AfFedions of Love^ 
but in the Word of the fpiritual King- 
dom are expreffed the Truths of Wif- 
dom, and the Signatures are the Per- 
ceptions of Truth. 

75. Hence we rpay conclude^ how 
great Wifdom lieth concealed in thf 
Word which we have on Earth, for 
therein Is hid all angelic Wifdon\, 
which is inexprcilible I for it. is the 

N 3 ' Continent ] 
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Continent of it ; and every Man is ad- 
mitted into that- Wifdoni after Death, 
-who is made an Angel by the Lord 
through the Word* 

That the Church exijteth by Virtue 
of the Word, and acquireth a Na^ 
ture and Quality amongjl Men, 
according to their Underjtanding 
of the Word. 

76. nr^ HAT the Church exifleth 
JL by Virtue of the Word, can-^ 
not poflibly be a Matter of Doubt, 
inafmuch as it was Ihewn above, that 
the Word is Divifie Truth itfelf, n. i 
to 4, and that- the Docftrine of the 
Church is derived from the Word, n. 

v:^ 50 to 6 1, and that Conjunction with 
the Lord is effedted by Means of the 
Word, n. 62 to 69 ; but that the.Un- 
iJerftanding of the Word conftituteth. 
the Church, this may be made a Mat- 

. ter of Doubt, inafmuch as there are 
'fomc who believe that they bclpng to 
:\ the 
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the Church, merely becaufe they are 
in Poffeffion of the Word, and reaid it, 
arid hear it from a Preacher, and have 
fome Knowledge of it's literaL 5enfe ; 
although, in the mean Time, they arc 
totally ignorant of ifs true Meaning, 
and how it is to be underftood in it*s 
different Paflages, and very frequently 
fnake this of fmall Account. It will 
therefore be neceflary to prove, that it 
is not the Word which conftituteth 

. the Church, but the right Underftand- 
ing thcr^f ; and that the Church acr- 
^uireth'a Nature and Quality, according 
to the Underftanding of the Word 
amongft Jt's Members. This is con- 
firmed by what follows. 

77. The Word is properly the Word, 
according to the Underftanding of it 
with Men, that is, as it is underftood; 
if it is not underftood, it indeed is 
called the Word, but in Reality is not 
with Man. The Word is Truth accord- 
ing to the Underftanding of it ; for the 
Word may be not the Truth, inafmuch 
as^ it may be falfified; The Word is 

\-/ Spirit 
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Spirit and Life according as it is uoder-^ 
ftood^ for the mere Letter, without the 
Underftanding of it^ is dead. Since, 
therefore^ Man hath Truth and Life 
according' to his Underftanding of the 
Word, fo alfo he hath Faith and Love 
according to it ; for Truth comes from 
Faith, and Love from Life. Now be- 
c^ufe it is by Faith and Love, and ^^ 
cording to them, that the Church 
cxifteth,. it follows as ^ necellary Con-^ 
fequcnce, that by the Underftanding of 
*he Word, and according to it, the 
. Church is a noble Church if grounded 
in genuine Truths, and an ignoble one 
if not in genuine Truths, and a deftroyed 
one if in falfified Truths* 

78. Moreover, the Lord is prefent 
and in Conjun<5lion with Man through 
the Word, feeing that the Lord is the 
Word, and, as it were, convcrfes in it 
with Man, becaufe the Lord'is Divine 
T^uth itfelf, and the Word is Divine 
Truth alfa From hence it plainly ap- 
pears, that the Lord is prefent with 
Man^ and in Conjun(5UQU with him

* according to his Underftanding of the 
Word ; for according to it, Man has 
Truth, and cbnfequently Faith, and 
alfo Love, confequently Life: The 
Lord is prefent with Man; through the 
Reading of the Word, but he is in Con- 
jundion with him through the Undcr- 
Itanding of Truth derived from the 
Word, and according to it ; and in Pro* 
portion as the Lord is in Conjundion 
with Man,^ fo much of the Church is in 
Man. The true Church is in Man, 
the Church which is. without him, is 
compofed of the many in whom the 
true Church is. This is underftood by 
the Lord's Anfwer to^ the Pharifees^ 
inquiring when the. Kingdom of God 
fliould come, " The Kingdom of God 
•* is within you,'* Luke xvii. 21 ; by the 

^ Kingdom of God is here meant the 
Lord -and the Church from him. 

7 9 •- Many Parts of the * Prophetical 
Writings treat of the Underftanding of 
the Word, where the Church is men- 
tioned, and it is uught that the Church 
cannot exift but where there is ^. ^v\^ 
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Undcrftanding of the Word> and thSt 
the State and Nature of the Church is 
always to be determined by it's Un- 
derftanding of the Word. The Pro- 
phets likewife, in many Parts of their 
Writings^ defcribe the Ifi-aelitifh and 
Jewilh Church as totally deftroyed and 
annihilated^ in Confequerice of falfifying 
the Scnfe or right Underftanding of the 
Word; for jheDeftrucftion of the Church, 
proceedeth from no other Source than 
this. The Underftanding the Word» 
both true and falfe^ is defcribed in die 
Prophetic Writings by Ephi^aim^ and 
particukrly in the Prophet Hofeaj, for 
by Ephraim in the Word is Signified 
the Underftanding of the Word, in the 
Church. Inafmuch as the Underftand* 
ing of the Word conftituteth the 
Churchy therefore Ephraim is called 
*'A dear Son and a pleafant Child," 
Jer. xxxi. 20. " The Firft Born/* Jer. 
xxxi. 9. ** The Strei^th of the Head of 
«• Jehovah/' Pfalm Ix. 7. cviii. 8. ** A 
•^mighty Man," Zcch. x. 7. ''Filled 
** with the Bqw/' Zech. ix. 13; and the 

ChHdrea 
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Children of Ephraim are called " Armcdi 
•'and Carriers of Bow5/' Pfai. ixxviii. ^^ 
for by Bow is iignified Dodrine coU 
led:ed from the Word, combating with 
Falfps; For the fame Reafon alfo, ** If- 
*' rael fet his right Hand upon Ephraim^ 

/^and bielfed kim, and fet him before 
•^ Manaffeh,** Gen. xl>^iii. 5, 14, 20. 
And for the fame Reafon, " Ephraim 
** with his Brother Manaffeh, under the 
" Name of his father Jofeph, was cx^ . 
f* ahed by Mofes, in his Blefling of the 
«* Children of I frael,abov^ all the reft/' 
Deut. xxxiii. 13 to 17. But -the State 
and Nature of the Church, when the 
Underftandingof the Word is dcftroyed, 
is alfo defcribeJin the Writings of the 

PropI>ets, by Ephraim, particularly in 
Hofea, as in thefe Paflagcs, " I (rael 
^and Ephraim fhall fall in tlieir Ini>^ 
"quity, Ephraim fhali be defolatc, 
•' Ephrajfti is oppreffed and broken in 
"Judgment, I will be as a Lion to 
^* Ephraim^ I will tear and will go away, 

' ** I will take away and none ihall refcue 
"him/' Hoiea v« 5, 9^ i jt^ i2> 13, 14* 
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^ O Ephraim, what ihall I do unto 
** thee ? for thy Goodnefs is as a Morn- 
'* ing Cloud, and as the early Dew it 
"goeth aw^y,*' Hofea vi. 4. "They 
*' fhall not dwell in the Lord's Land« 
** but Ephraim fhall return to Egypt, 
" and fhall eat unclean Things in AC 
" fyria/' Hofea ix. 3* The Lord's Land 
is the Church, Egypt is the Scientifics 
of the Natural Man; AflTyria is Reafon- 
ing founded thereon, from which the 
Word, as to the Underflanding thereof^ 
is falfified. Therefore itisfaid, "Ephraint 
** fhall return into Egypt, ^and eat un- 
" clean Things in Alfyria, Ephraim 
^ feedeth on Wind, and fblloweth after 
^* the Eafl Wind; he daily increafeth 
" Lyes and Defoiations, he maketh a 
*' Covenant with AflTyria, and Oil is 
''carried into Egypt," Hofea xii. i. 
To feed on Wind, to- follow after the 
Eafl Wind, to increafe Lyes and Defo- 
lations, is to falfify Truths, and fo to 
deftroy the Church. The fame is figni- 
fied alfo by the Whoredom of Ephraim^ 
for Whoredom fignifieth ;he Falfifica- 

tiosi

tion of the Uhdailanding of the Word, 
that is, of it's genuine Truths, as in thcfc 
Paflages,. ** For I know, O Ephraim, 
♦* thou committeft Whoredom, and If- 
•* rael is defiled," Hofea v. 3. '* I have 
^ feen an horrible Thing in the Houfc 
*• of Ifraci; there is Whoredoni of 
** Ephraim^ and Ifrael is defiled,'* HoC 
vi. 10. Ifraei meaneth the true Church, 
and Ephraim the Underlftanding of . the 
Word, which determines the State and 
Quality of the Church; wherefore it is 
faid, Ephraim cornmittcth Whoredom, 
and Ifrael is defiled. -Forafijnuch as the 
Church amongft the Jews was totally 
deftroyed by Falfifications of the Word, 
therefore it is faid of Ephraim, " I 
" will give thee up Ephraim, I will de- 
** liver thee up Ifrael, I will make thee 
** as Admah^ I will fet thee as Zeboim,'* 
Hofea xi. 8. Now fincc the Prophet 
Hofea, from the firft Chapter to the 
laft, treateth of' the Falfification of the 
genuine Underftanding of the Word, 
and of the confequent Deftru($^ion of 
the Church, and becaufe the Faiftf^- 
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cation of the Word is there fignified 
by Whoredom ; therefore he was com- 
manded, for the Purpofe of reprefcnting 
that State of the Church, to take unto 
himfelf ** a Wife of Whoredoms, . and 
*' Children of Whoredoms,*^ Chap, u 
2 ; and again, to take to himfelf " an 
^ Adulterefs,'* Chap. iii. i. We. have 
quoted thefe Paflages, for the Sake of 
fhewing and proving from the Word, 
that the State and Nature of the Church 
is always to be determined by it's Un- 
derftanding of the Word ; and that it 
gcquireth an excellent and precious 
Quality, if it's Underftanding be 
grounded on^ the genuine Truths of 
the Word, but that it is deftroyed and 
defiled, if it be grounded on Truths 
falfified. Fur a further Confirmation, 
that by Ephraim is fignified the Un- 
derftanding of the Word, and in a con- 
trary Senfe the Falfification of it, and* 
that thence proceeds the Deftruftion 
of the Church, the other Places which 
treat of Ephraim may be referred to, 
as inHofea iv, 17, 18. vii. 1, 11. viii.

to. npHAT ^e Marriage of the 
A Lord and his Church, and 
confequently the Marrijtge of Goodnefs 
and Truth, is in every Part of the 
Word, hath never yet been difcovered 
by mortal Eyes, nor could it be dif- 
covered fo long as the fpiritual Senfc 
of the Word remained unknown, inaf- 
Hiuch as it is this Senle alone that caa 
make manifeft fuch a Marriage. For' 
there are two Senfes contained in tha 
Word, which lie concealed in it's literal 
Senfe, and which are called Spiritual 
and Celeftial ;. what belongeth to the 
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fpiritual Senfe of the Word, hath Re- 
lation to the Church, and what be- 
longeth td the celeftial Senfe. of the 
Word, hath Relation to the Lx)rd ; the 
Contents alfo of the fpiritual Scnfe have 
Relation to. Divine Truth, and the 
Contents of the celeftial Senfe to Di- 
vine Good : and this is the Ground of 
the above-mentioned Marriage in the 
Kteral Senfe of the Word. But this is 
only apparent to thofc^ who, by Vir- 
tue of the fpiritual and celeftial Senfe of 
the Word, are acquainted with liie Sig-» 
nifications of it's Names and Expref- 
lions ; for fome particular Exprcflions 
are predicated of Good, and fome of 
Truth, and fome include both ; wherc^ 
fore, without the Knowledge of fuch 
Significations, it is impoflible to fee 
how fuch a Marriage exifteth in every 
Part of the Word, and this is the Rea- 
fon why this Arcanum was never here-, 
tofore difcovered. 

81, Inafmuch as fuch a Marriage ex- 
ifteth in every Part of the Word, there- 
fore we frequently find in the Word 
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two Exprcflions which appear like Rei--. 
petitions of one and the fame Thing, y 
whereas they are not Repetitions, but 
one hath Relation to Good^ and the 
other to Truth, and botlvfaken together, 
effedt the Conjiinftion of Good and 
Truth, and confequently make tjicra. 
One. This is the true Ground of the 
Divine Sandlity of the Word ; for ia 
every Divine Work there is a Conjunc- 
tion of Good with Truth,, and Trutlt 
with Gbodv 

82. The Rcafon why we aflept the 
Marriage of Good and Truth in the 
Word,, to be a Confequence of the Mar^ 
riagc of thd Lord and the Church 
therein, is, l^ecaufe wherever the Mar*- 
riage of the Lord and the Church i&^ 
there alfo is the Marriage of Goo;d and 
Truth,, inafmiich as the latter Marriage 
is derived from the former ; for whillt 
the Church, or any of it's Members^ 
are under the Influence, and irt the PoJL 
. feflion of Truths, then the Lord, by 
Virtue of his ijifluencing Good, enters 
into thofe Truths, and communicates. 
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Life to them; or what amounts .to the 
fame Thing, whilft any Member of the 
Church is in the Underftanding of 
Truth, then the Lord, by Influx of the 
Good of Charity, enters into that Un- 
derftanding, and thereby communica- 
tcth Life to.it. 

83. There are two Facukies or Forms 
of Life in Man, which are called the 
Underftanding and Will ; the Under- 
ftanding is the Receptacle of Truth, 
confequently of Wifdom, and the Will 
is the Receptacle of Good, and confe- 
quently of Charity; thefe two Faculties^ 
or Forms, ought to be united and make 
One, in Order that Man may become 
a Member of the Church; and they are 
united when Man formeth his Under- 
ftanding of genuine Truths, which, i& 
done to all Appearance as of himfelf, 
and when his Will is rcplenifhed with 
the Good of Love, which is efFedcd by 
and from the Lord ; hence Man deriveth 
the Life of Truth in his Underftanding^ 
and the Life of Good in his Will^ 
which being united, conftitutc no lon- 
ger 
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ger two but one Life, Herein con- 
lifteth tht Marriage of the Lord and 
the Church, and the Marriage of Good- 
nefs and Truth in Man. 5ut concern- 
ing this. reciprocal Conjundion which 
is here tailed Marriage, more will be 
feen in the Angelic Wisdom concern- 
ing Divine Providence, of Divine 
Love and Divine Wisdom, and of 
Life. 

84. That there are two Expreffions' 
ufed in the Word, which appear like 
Repetitions of the fame Thing, muft 
be evident to ^very attentive Reader ; 
as for Inftance, Brother and Compa- 
nion, Poor and Needy, Wildernefs an<l 
Defart, Vanity and Emptincfs", Enemy 
and Adverfary, Sin and Iniquity, An- 
ger and Wrath, Nation and People^ 
Joy and Gladnefs, Mourning and Weep- 
ing, Juftice and Judgment, &c. &c. 
which appear to be fynonymous Ex- 
preffions, when in Fad: they are not;^ 
for the Terms, Brother, Poor, Wilder- 
nefs, Vanity, Enctny, Sin, Anger, Na- 
tion, Joy, Mourning, and Juftice, are 
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predicated of Good, and ia the oppofita 
Senfe of Evil';, whereas the Termsi. 
Corapaniorty Needy, Defart, Emptinefs, 
Adverfery, Iniquity, Wrath, People^ 
Gladnefs, Weeping,, and Judgnnent,, 
are predicated of Truth, and in the 
oppofite Senfe of what is- Faife; yet 
it muft appear to the Reader, ^ho is 
"unacquainted with this Arcanum^ as if 
the Terms, Poor and Needy, Wilder^ 
nefs and Defart, Vanity and Empti- 
nefs, &c. &c. were one Thing, whereas 
they are not fo,. yet become one Thing 
by Conjundion. In the Word, alfo^ 
we frequently find two Things joined^ 
as Fire and Flame, Gold and Silver*, 
Brafs and Iron, Wood and Ston^. 
Bread and Water, Bread and Wine, 
Purple and fine Linen,. &c. becaufc 
Fire, Gold, Brafs, Wood, Bread, and 
Purple are predicated of Good, and. 
Flame, Silver, Iron, Stone, Water^ 
Wine, and fine Linen are predicated 
of Truth, Iniike Manner it is faid,. 
that God is to be loved with all the 
Heart, and with all the Soul, and 

alfo^ 
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alfo, that God will create in Man a 
new Heart, and a new Spirit; for 
Heart is predicated of the Good of 
Love, and Soul and Spirit of ♦the 
Truth of Faith. There are fome Ex- 
preffions likewife, which, in Confe- 
quence of partaking alike both of Good 
and Truth, are ufed fingly by them- 
felves, without^ the Adjun6tion of 
others ; . but thefe, and many Things 
befides, are known only to the Angels^ 
and to thofe who fee into the fpiritual 
Scnfe of the Word^ whilft they arc 
reading the natural Senfe. 

85. It would be tedious to Ihew from 
the Word, that two Expreflions of this 
Nature are ufed therein, for it would 
fill a Volume to quote all the particular 
Cafes where' fuch double Expreflions 
occur ; I (hall, however, produce fome 
Paffages, in Order to remove all Doubt 
on thiiii Subjeft, where the Terms Judg^ 
ment and Jufticey Nation and People^ 
Joy and Gladnefey are ufed together. 
The Places where Judgment and Juf- 
tice arc mentioned together, are thefe,

Heaven a fmall Piece of Paper, co-^ 
vercd with Hebrew Charafters^ but 
written as they ufed to be amongft the 
Ancients, with whom thofe Letters, 
w hieh are at this , Day partly in right 
Lines, were infleded, with little Bend- 
ings upwards ; aixd the Angels who 
were then with me declared, that they 
could difcover entire and complete Sen^ 
fes by the very Letters, and that they 
difcovered them particularly by the 
Fle(5tures pf the Lines, and of thQ ,Tops^ 
of each Letter; and they «x;plaifie4 
what wa& their Sigm6c9l^oa: botl^ fepa^ 
rately a,ndi conjointly^ tdUng mc th;it 
the H, which was a(|ded to the Nan\e^ 
of Abrarn and Sarai, ii|plk4 Infi^^tq 
and Eternal. They alfo. explained tq 
me the Meaniog of the Word in Pf^Im 
xxxii. 2. by the Letters or SylUWe«^ 
only, and that the general Senfe. con- 
tained therein was, That the Lord i^ever 
merciful to thoje who do Evil. They in- 
formed me, that the Writing in thq 

\.\vvxd 
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third Heaven confifted of Letters in- 
fleded, and varioufly curved, each of 
which contained fome particular Mean- 
ing; and that the Vowels there ufed 
were to exprefs a Sound cofrefponding 
with AfFeiftion, and that in thkt Hca. 
veythey were not .able to ^exprefe the 
Vowels / and ^, but iriftead of them y, 
and -eu, and that the Vowds a^ 0, and 
K, were in Ufe amongft them, becaufc 
they give a full Sound ; alfo that they 
did not exprefs any Gonfonants roughly 
but fbftly, ^nd that it wag from diis 
Ground, that fome Hebrew Letters' 
are |H)irited witliin, as a Mark that 
their Pronunciatlbn Ihbuld be folTt; 
they added^ that Harlhnefs in Letters 
was in tJfe' in the fpiritual Heavett, by 
Reafoh that the fpiritual Angels ^re 
principled in Truths,' and Truth ad- 
mittcth of Harftinefs j whereas the Good, • 
wherein the Arigels pf the Lord's ce- 
leftial Kingdom, or of the third fitela- 
ven, are principled, admittcfth of no 
Harihnefs. They^ declared ftirther, that 
they ''had the written IVord ^.\»OT^^ 
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them compofed of Letters infle<Sted 
with fignificative little Bendings and 
Dots ; from whence it appeared what 
ihofc Words of the Lord fignify. 
One Jot or one Tittle (liall in no 'wife 
pafs from the Law^ till all be fulfilled/' . 
Matt. V. 1 8. And again^ *^ It is eafier 
'* for Heaven and Earth to pafs away, 
^' than one Tittle of the Law to fail,*'

91. T T was Ihewn above» that the 
X Word cannot be underilood 
without Dodlrine^ and that Doftrine is 
as a Lantern for the Difcovcry of 
genuine Truths, and that this is a Con- 
fequence of the Word's being written 
by Correfpondencies ; hence it is that 
many T^ings^ conuined therein, arc 
Appearances of Truth| and not naked 

Truths : 
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TruthiV * and. many Things are.adapted- 
to the (JJndcrftandingofihcnaturM'Man, 
yd*' even> of the fenfual .Man, j?et: jn fuch 
a . M^ntiter i'thac the Simple tnssftbnd^r^

doBfw •' Now fince jthe.Word»is of fuch^

it's Falfes, by Reafon of his Engage- 
riients in: the World: But to livein Evil, 
and to cohfiriri Falres, fo as to dcftroy 
genuine: Truths, this is wH4t hurts the 
Soul; for whoever abideth in the Religion 
of his Country, and belie vet h in God, 

and 
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and (in Cafe he be of the Chfiftian 
Church) believeth in the Lord, and 
e^ecmcth the Word to be holy, and 
liveth according to the CommandnTients 

. of the Decalogue, from a religious 
Motive, fuch an one never confirmeth 
hjmfelf in Falfes; and therefore when 

• Truths are.propofed to him, and he per- 
Cfiveth them according to the Meafurc 
of Life he hath attained, he is in a Capa- 
city to embrace them, and thereby to be 
extricated from. falfes^ but the Cafe is 
otherwife where a Man hath confirmed 
tlpie Falfes of his own particular Religion, 
ipafmuch as Falfes, when confirmed, take 
deep Root in the Soui,^ai;d cannot be 
extirpated; for when a Man h4th con-, 
firmed himfclf in what is Falfe, lie is 
bound to it as it v^erc by an Oath, cfpe- 
cially if Self- Love, or the Pride of his 
own Underftanding, is engaged in it's*; 
Favour. 

• ^2* I have •converfed in the fpiritual 
World with fome who lived many Ages 
ago, and had qopfirmcd themfelves j in 
the Falfes of their particular religious 
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: Perfuafions, and I found that they ftill 
continued rooted in the fame: 1 have 
likqwife converfcd, in that Worlds with 
others^ who have been of the fame reli- 
gious Perfuafion, and have entertained 
the fame Notions with the former, but 
yet had not confirmed it's Falfes in theni- 
fklwes ; and I found that when they were 
inftrud:ed by the Angels, they rejedled 
Falfes, and received Truths ; the Confe- 
quence was, that the latter were faved, 
but the former were not. Every Man 
after Death is inftrucfled by Angels, and 
they are received into Heaven who dif- 
cern Truths, and by Virtue thereof

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tinueth immoveable, being an Ocean of 
Fire, round which the Earth perforrheth 
her daily and annual Revolution. A 
Perfonnow, who in Simplicity and Igno- 
rance fuppofeth that the Sun revolveth 
about the Earth, doth not deftroy this 
natural Truth, refpe(!:ting the Earth's 
Rotation round her own Axis, and her 
annual Revolution in the Ecliptic : But 
whofo confirmcth the Sun's apparent 
Motion by the Reafonings of the natu- 
ral Man, particularly if he fuppdrteth 
fuch . an Opinion by the Authority bf 
the Word, he invalidates the Truth, and 
deftroys it. That the Stm moves, is then 
•an apparent Truth ; every one may fpeak 
accordihg to apparent Truth, and doth fo 
fpeak ; but to think that the Fad: is really 
fo, and to confifm fuch a Thought, this 
dulls and darkens the rational Underftand- 
. ing. The Cafe is fimilar with the Stars 
©f the Firmament; it is an apparent 
Truth that they alfo arc born"? round 
darily with the Sun, wherefore it is alfo 
faid of the Stars, that they rife and fet; 
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but it Js, a genuine Truth that the Stait 
are. fixed, and that their Firmament ii 
immoveable ; nevcrthelefs every onc^may , 
fpeak according tq. the Appearanccl

Loves, then the infernal Senfe of the 
Word becomes ' falfe j wherefore when 
the external, which is the literal Senfe, 
whofe internal is falfe, has Communica- ■. 
tion with Heaven, then Heaven is clofed^ 
Sox the Angels .who are in the internal 
^enfc of the Word rejcft it. Hence it. 
appears, that a falfe Internal, or falfified 

Truth/ 
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Trutfi, preventeth Communication wrth 
Heaven, and clofeth it up. This is 
the Reafon why it is hurtful to conhrm 
any falfe heretical Opinions. 

The Word is like a Garden^ which 
may be called a celeftial Paradife, con- 
taining Delicacies anchPelight* of every 
Kind, Delicacies by Virtue of it's Fruits, 
and Delights by Virtue of it's Flowers, 
in the Midft whereof are Trees of Life, 
and befide them Fountains of living 
Waters ; and round about the Garden 
arc Forefts. Whoever now is under 
the Influence and in the Pofleflion of 
Divine Truths, 4>y Virtue of Dodtrine, 
he is in the Midft of the Garden, 
amongft the Trees of Life, and in the 
adtual Enjoyment of it*s Delicacies 
and Delights; but where a Man is not 
under the Influence, and in the Pofl^cf- 
fion of Truths by Virtue of Dodlrine, but 
by the literal Senfe alone, he abideth 
only in the Woods and Forefts which 
encompafs the Garden, and fceth No- 
thing within ; and laftly, where a Man is 
influenced by the Dodrine of a falfe 
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I^eligion, and hath confirmed it's Falfcs. 
in his Mind, he is not even in the Wood 
>^hivh furrounds the Garden, but in a . 
fandy Defart on the Outfide, where no^- 
Grafs groweth. That thcfe are the ref-/ 
pcdive States of fuch Perfons after 
Dea^h, will^be confirnjed in it's pr9per 
Blace. r. 

,97. It is moreover to be obferyed, 
that the literal Senfe of the Wofd is a 
©e fence for the genuine pTruths Con- 
cealed in it, left they fhould.iuffer . 
Violence ; and the Defence cohfiftcth in

this Circumftance, that the literal Senfe , 
can be turned every Way in all Direc- 
tions, and be explained according to . 
the Reader's Apprehenfions, >v'ithout . 
it's Intcrncrl being hurt or violated ; for 
no Hurt enfues from the literal Senfe , 
being underftood differently by different , 
People i b.ut the Danger is, when the 
Divine Truths which are hidden therein . 
are perverted, for it is by this that the 
Word fuffereth Violence. To prevent 
this, the literal Senfe is it's Defence* . 
and it opcrateth as fuch a Defence with 

thole 
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thofe who arc under the Influence of 
. religious Falfes, and yet do not confirm 
'them in their Minds; from thcfe the 
^Word fufFereth no Violence. The lite- 
ral Senfe of the Word adling as a Guards 
or Defence, is (tgnificd by Chenibims' ill 
the Word, and is alfo defcribed by them, 
- This Defence is fignified by the Cherubs, 
which, after th^ Expulfiori of Adam and * 
his Wife from the Garden of Eden, were 
placed at the Entrance thereof, and of 
which it is written, " When the Lord 
'- ** God drove out: the Man, he placed 
** at the Eaft of the Garden of Eden 
•* Cherubims and a flaming S^ord, 
** which turned every Way, to keep: 
'**the Way of tjhe .Tree of Life/' Qm. ^ 
uu 24. By Cherubims is fignified 
Defence ; by the Way of the Tree of 
Life IS fignified Admiffion to the Lord, 
^hich Men have by Means of the Truths 
contained in the fpiritual JSenfe of th^: 
\^prd J by the flaming Sword, wbich 
'turned every Way, is fignified Divine 
Truth in it's Ultimates, which like the 
Word in it's literal Senfe is cv^^^Xr. ^*v 
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being thus turned. The fame is tinder- 
ftood by the *' Cherubims made of Gold, 
** over the tM'o Exttemities of the Mercy- 
*' Seat, which was above the Ark in the 
"Tabernacle/* Exod. xxv. i8 to2i; , 
bccaufe this was fignified by the Cheru- 
bims, therefore the Lord talked from be- 
tween them with Mofes, Exod. xxv. 22. 

89; that the 
Lord never fpeaks with Mjin but in Ful- 
ncfs, and the Word in it's literal Senfe 
is Divine Truth in it's Fulnefs^ may be 
fccn above, n* 37 to 49; thus therefore 
the Lord talked with Mofes from between 
the Cherubs.

28 ; and It is there faid,' that Mofes and 
Eli^is appeared in Glory ; by Mofes and 
Elias k underflood the Word, as majr, 
be ften above, n. 4*. The Lord, . a». 
the Word in it's Ultimates, was alfo 
ceprefemed before John in. the Reve- 
lation, Chap^ i. 13 to 16; where all 
Parts of the Defcription given of him, 
'fignify the UltimaStes of Divine Truths 
©r* of the Word, The Lord indeed, 
before his Incamation, was the Word,, 
or Divine Truth; but then it was in it's 
fifft Effence {in primi's)i for it is faid,. 
-" In the Beginning was the Word, and 
** the Word was with God, and God 
** was the Word : This was in the 3e- 
«< ginning with God/'* John i. 1,2,3.. 
But when the Word was made Ffefh,, 
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the Lokl was made the Word in it -a - 
Ukimates alfp ; it is from ,this Circum^ 
ftance that he is called the First and 
the Last, (Primus el UltmusJ Rev. i. 
8, II, 17. Chap. ii. 8. Chap. xxi. 6* 
Chap. xxii. 12, 13. 

99. By Reafon alfb of the Lord's 
being made the Word in it's Ultimates, 
the State of the Church was entirely 
changed ; all the Churches, which were 
before his Advent, were Reprefentative 
Churches, which could not fee Di- 
vine Truth but as it were in the Shade; 
but after the Advent of our Lord into 
the World, a Church was inftituted 
.by him, which faw Divine Truth in the 
Light: The Difference between the > 
Churches is fimilar to Evening and 
Morning. The State of the Church,, 
previous to our Lord's Coming, is alfo 
called the Evening; and the State 
of the Church after his Comings is cal- 
led Morning. - The I^rd, previous to 
his Corning into the World, wa3 indeed 
prefent with the Men of the Church, 
but it was mediately through Heaven; 

but 
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but fince his Advent in the World, he 
is immediately prefent with the Men of 
the Church. For in the World he put 
on alfo the Divine Natural, in which 
he is prefent with Men ; the Glorifica- 
tion of the Lx)rd is the Glorification of 
his Humanity, which he took in the 
World; and the Humanity of the 
Lord glorified, is the Divine Natural. 

lOO. Few People underftand in what 
Senfe the Lx)rd is the Word; for it is 
generally thought, that the Lord, by- 
Means of the Word, may enlighten and 
teach Mankind,, andyet, that this is no 
Reafon why he ftiould be called the 
Word; but let it be known^ that every 
individual Man is his own particular 
Love, and thence his own particular 
Good, and his own particular Truth ; 
Man is Man only by Virtue of thefe 
his conftituent Parts, and Nothing elfe 
in his Conftitution can be: called Maa; 
on the fame Ground that Man is his 
own particular Good> and hi^^ own pan. 
ticular Truth, the Angels and Spirits 
arc Meix; for all Goodnefs apd Truth 



procecdii^ from the Lord^ is .in it** ^ 
own particular Form, Man: But the 
Lord is eflential Divine ■ Good^ and. 
effential Divine Truth ; fb alfo is he 
eflential Man^^ from whom evcrj^ Man 
receiveth what conftituteth him Man.. 
That all Divine Good and- toivine 
Truth is,, in it's Form, Man, niay be: 
feen in the Treatife on Heaven and 
* Hell, ii. 460 ; and ftiall be -feen more 
clearly explained in the Works whicli 
treatofANGJELic Wisdoau 

Tkat^ previous to the Word whiehi 
the World is now in Pojffeffion of^ 
thef-e was* a Word which is Jinct

701. 'T^ HAT previous to the Word! 
jL which was given by Mofes.. 
arid the Prophets to the People of If- 
irael, Men were acquainted with faerie 
-fical Worftiip, and prophefied from the 
*Mouth of Jehovah, may appear from 
-what is recorded in the Books. of Mofes* 

^bat 
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^hat ihey were acquainted with facrifical 
fVorJbip, is evident from thefe Circupi- 
ftances. That the Children of Ifrael 
were commanded to deftroy the Altars 
of the Gentiles, to break their Images, 
and cut down their Groves, Exod. xxxiv. 
13. Deut. vii. 5. Chap. xii. 3. That 
Ifrael in Schittim began to commit 
Whoredom with the Daughters of 
Moab, and called the People to the Sa-. 
orifice of their Gods, and that the People 
did eat, and bowed themfelves to their 
Gods; and chiefly joined themfelves to 
• Baal Peor; and that upon that Ac- 
count the Anger of Jehovah was kindled 
againft Ifrael, Numb. xxv. i, 2,3. That 
Balaam, who was from the Land of 
Syria, caufed Altars to be built, and, 
focrificed Oxen and Sheep, Numb, xjcii. 
40. Chap, xxiii. i, 2, 14, 29, 30. ^hai 
be prophejied al/o from the Mouth of Jeho^ 
^ah^ is : evident from the Prophecies of 
Balaam, Numb, xxiii. 7 to 10, 1 8 to 24. 
Chap. xxiv. 3 to 9, 16 to 25. That he 
alfo prophefied concerning the Lord, 
faying, that there Ihould come a Star 
- - out 
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out of Jacob, and^ a Sceptre fliould 
rile out of Ifrael, Numb. xxiv. 17 ; and 
that he prophefied from tbe Mouth 
of Jehovah, Numb. xxii. 13, 18. Chap, 
xxiii. 3, 5, 8, 16, 26. Chap, xxiv.^i, 13. 
From all whichCircufnftances it is very 
evident, that the Gentiks performed 
Divine Worlhip in many Refpeds fimi- 
kr to that which was inftituted by Mo- 
fes amongft the People of Ifrael. That 
Juch IVorJhip was in U/e alfo before the Day% 
of Abraham^ is plain from what is writ^ 
ten by Mofes^Deut. xxxii,.7^ 8 ; butftill 
plainer, from what is recorded of Mel- 
chizedech. King of Salem,, how he 
brought forth the Bread and IViney and 
blcffcd Abraham^ and how Abrahant 
gave him Tithes of all, and how MeU 
chizedech reprefented the Lord, for he 
is called the Prieft of the Moft High. 
God» G^n. xiv.- 1 8 ^ and it is faid of the 
Lord by David, " Thou art a Pried ffi%^ 
** ever after the Order of Melchizedech^'* 
Pfalm ex. 4. Hence it was that Mel- 
chizedech brought . forth Bread and 
Wine,, ai^ being the moft holy Things of 

the: 
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the Chujch, agreeable to their Holineft 
in the Lord's Supper, ancj that Mel- 
chizedech could blefe AJiraham, and 
that Abraham gave hirjV,^ithes pf all, 

102. That the \^ord amongft the 
Ancient^ was- written by mere Corrcf- 
pohdcncies, but that it was loft, was xt^^^U\ 
lated ta me by the Angels of ^ Heaven^ 
and they faid that that Word was ftiU 
preferred amongft them, and ufcd by 
thofe Ancients with whom that^ Word - 
was, when they were, in the Wprld., 
Thofe Ancients, amongfl whom th^t 
Word is ftill in Ufe in Heaven^ were in 
Part Natives of the Land of Canaan an4^ 
it's CQnfines, as of Syria; Mefopotamisi^' 
Arabia, Chaldea, Aflyria, Egypt, lA^oa^ 
Tyfc, aikJ Nineveh ; the Inhabitants of 
all which Kingdoms were initiated in 
reprefentatiye Worftiip, and confe- 
quently were Ikilkd in the Science of 
Correfpondencies: TheWif4QrnQf:thofc: 
Tirt^esiwas derived from that Sciengc,and . 
thereby they enjdyed interiorPerccption 
and Communication with thp: Heavens ; 
theyaJ^o^ who were internally acquain- 
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ted with the Corrcfpondencies of that 
\yord, were called Wife Men and in- 
telligent, and in fucceeding Ages, 
Diviners and Magi. ^ But, inafmuch as 
that Word was full of fuch Correfpon- 
dencies, as were remotely fignificativc of 
celc(lial and fpi ritual Things, in Con- 
fequence whereof it began to be gene-, 
rally falfified; then, by the Divine 
Providence of the Lord, in Procefs of 
Time it was removed, and at lafl was 
*l0ft, ai|d another Word, written by 
Corre(p6ndencies lefs remote, was given, 
which was the Word publifhed by the 
Prophets amongft the Children of Ifrael. 
In this Word were retained feveral 
Names of Places, not only of fuch as 
were in the Land of Canaan, but iilfo 
of fuch as were in the jaeighbouring 
Kingdoms of Afia, all which fignified' 
Things and States of the Church j but 
fuch Significations were derived . from 
the Ancient Word. It was on this 
Account that Abraham was commanded 
to go into that Land, and that his Pof* 

. *terify, '

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tcrity, out of the Loins of Jacob, were in- 
trpduced into it, . ^ 

103. That the Ancients had a Wore!, 
is evident from the Writings of 
Mofes, who makes Mention of it, and 
hath alfo given a Quotiition from it. 
Numb. xxi. 14, 15, 27 to3Q; and that' 
the hiftorical Parts of that Word were ' 
called the fVars ofjth&vaby and the pro- 
phetical Parts Enunciations. From the 
hiftorical Parts of ihlat Worrfi Mofes' 
hath, given this Quotation, *' Wherefore 
" it is faid in the Book of the Wars of 
'^ Jehovah, what he did in the Red Sea, 
'* and in the Brooks of Arhon, and at the' - 
*^ Stream of the Brooks that gocth down 
" to the Dwellings of Arnon,and lieth' 
'' upon the Borders of Moab/' Numb, 
xxi. 14, 15. By the Wars of Jehovah, 
mentioned in that Word, and in our's, 
ar-e undcrftood and defcribcd the Lord's . 
Combats with Hell, and his Vidlories 
it, >vhen he Ihouldcome into the World. 
The fame Cpmba:ts are alfo undcrftood 
and defcribcd in many. PafTages in the 
hiftorical Parts of our Word, as in the* 

S '^N'^x^ 
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Wars of Jolhua with the Inhabitants of 
the Land of Canaan, and in the Wars of 
the Judges and Kings of Ifrael. From 
the prophetical Parts of that Word, 
Mofes hath given this Quotation, 
Wherefore fay the Enunciators, Come 
into Hclbon ; let the City of Sihon be 
prepared, for there is a Fire gone out 
of Hefbon, a Flame from the City of 
*• Sihon, it hath confumed Ar of Moab, 
^ and the Lords of the high Places of 
*' Arnon. Woe to thee, Moab, thou art 
" undone, O People of Chemolh; he 
** hath given his Sons that efcaped, and 
•• his Daughters into Captivity unto 
•• Sihon, King of the Amprites; we have 
- *• fhot at them, Helbon is periihed even 
*' unto Dibon, and we have laid them 
•* wafte even unto Nophah, which reach- 
•• eth unto Medcba,'' Numb. xxi. 27 to 
30. The Tranflators render it Gw/>^rj 
of ProverhSy but they are more properly 
called EmnciatorSf and their Compofi- 
tions prophetical Enunciations^ as may 
appear, from the Signification of the 
Word Mofcbalim, in the Hebrew Tongue, . 

which' 
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U'hich not only means Proverbs, but alfb 
prophetical Enunciations, as in Numb, 
xxiii. 7, 18. Chap. xxiv. 3, 15 ; where it 
is faid, that Balaam uttered his Enuncia^ 
tiofj, which was alfo prophetical; con- 
cerning our Lord, his Enunciation is 
called Mofcbal in the fingular Number : 
It may be further obferved, that the Paf- 
fagcs thence quoted by Mofes are not 
Proverbs, but Prophecies. That that 
Word was divinely infpired like our's, 
is plain from a Paflage in Jeremiah, 
where the fame Expreflion nearly occurs : 
•* A Fire (hall come forth out of 
•• Hefbon, and a Flame from the Midft 
•' of Sifhon, and (hall devour the Corner 
** of Moab, and the Crown of the Head 
•* of the tumultuous ones. Woe be unto ' 
^' thee, O Moab, the People of Chcmofli 
'* pcrifheth; for thy Sons are taken 
Captives, and thy Daughters Cap- 
tives," Chap, xlviii. 45^ 46. More- , 
over. Mention is made of a prophetical 
Book of the Ancient Word, called the 
Book of Jalher, or the Book of Right, 
by David and by Joftiua ; by Da.vld *v^ 

S a ^^^ 
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* fhe following Pillage, " Darvid lamented 
** over Saul and over Jonathan, alfo he 
** bade them teach the Children of Jfrael 
** the Ufe of the Bow, behold it is writtca 
" in the Book ofjajher^^'i Sam. i^ 17, 1 8 ; 
and by Jofhua in this PalTage, " Jolhua 
V faid, Sun^ ftandthou ftill upon Gibeon^ 
*^ and thou Moon in the Valley of Ajalon, 
** is not this written in xki&Book ofjajher^* 
Jolh. X. 12. Moreover it was told me, 
that the feven firft Chapters of Genefis 
are extant in that Ancient Word, and 
that not the leaft Word is warning. 

^hat by Means of the Wordy Ligfit 
is communicated io thofe who are 
out of the Pale of the Church, and 
are not in PoffeJJion of the Word. 

I04. 'T-^HERE IS no Poffibility of 
X Conjunilion with Hcavpn, 
unlcfs there be, in feme Part or other of 
the Earth, a Church which is in Poffcr- 
fion of the Word, and thereby accquain- 
ted with the Lord, inafmuch as the Lord 

its 
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is God of Heaven and Earth, and with- 
out the Lord there is no Salvation. It 
is enough that there be a Church, which 
is in PoflTeflibn of the Word, although 
that Church may ^onfift of very fevr 
Perfons, in Refped: to the whole Race 
of Mankind; for ft ill, by Means of the 
Word fo poffeflcd, the Lord is prcfent 
in every Country on the Face of th0 
Earth, inafmuch as by that Means 
Heaven is in Conjunftion with Man- 
kind. That Conjundlion is efFeded by 
Means of the Word, may be feen above, 
ji. 62 to 69. 

105. But in what Manner the Prefence 
and Conjunftion of the Lord, and of 
Heaven, is efFedled in all Countries, by 
Means of the Word, fhall now be fhewn* 
The Univerfal Heaven is in the Lord^s 
Sight as a fingle Man, and fo alfo is the 
Church on Earth ; that they have, more- 
over, the adual Appearance of a Man, . 
may be feen in the Treatife concerning 
Heaven and Hell, n. 5910 87. In this 
Man, the Church where the Word is 
read, and thereby the Lord kno^rvOT^^ 
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acknowledged, is as the Hearty and as the 
Lungs ; the Lord's celcftial Kingdom a$ 
the Hearty and his fpiritual Kingdoni as 
the Lungs. Now as from thefe two 
Fountains of Life in the human Body, 
all the other Members, Vifcera, and 
Organs, fubfift and live, fo alfo thofe 
People, in every Part of the Earth, who 
have any Religion, and who are Wor- 
ftiippers of One God, and lead good 
Lives, and make thereby a P^rt of this 
Man, refcmbling the Members and( 
Vifcera without the Thorax, wherein the 
Heart and Lungs ar^ contained, by Vir- 
tue of the Conjundiion of ;he Lord and 
of Heaven with the Church, by Means 
of the Word, fubfift and live ; for the 

• 

Word in the Church, although in the 
PoUcffion of a fmall Number, compared 
•with the reft of Mankind, is Life to all 
the reft from the Lord, through the 
Heavens, juft as the Members and Vif- 
cera of the whole Body receive Life from 
the Heart and J-ungs j the Communica- 
tion is alfo fimilar, which is a Reafon 
why the Chriftians, amongft whom the 
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Word is read, conftitute the Breaft of 
the fore-mentiomd Man ; they are alfo 

in the Middle orXemer of the reft, and 
next about t]iem are the Roman Cathohcs> 
and about thefe the Mahometans, who 
acknowledge the Lord as a very great 
Prophet, aod as the Son of Giod ; after 
thefe conle the Africans, and the laft 
Circumference is occupied by the People 
and Nations in Afia and the Indies. 
Concerning which Ordination of thofe 
Things, fomething may be feen in the 

' little Treatife on the Last Judgment, 
n. 48. For all Things which arc in 
that Man, look towards the very Center, 
where the Chriftians are fituated. 
- io6, In.thoyery Center, where the 
Ghriftians ar^e fituated,, who are in Poflef- 
fioo of the Word, is the greateft Light j 
fyx Light in the Heavens is Divine 
Truth, pro.ceeding from the Lord as the 
Sua there j and inafmuch as 'the Word is 

^ Diyine. Truth, the greateft Light is with 
thofe who are in Pofleflion of the Word. 
Light tlicnce, as from it's Center, fp reads 
itfeU around rhough.all the Circumferen-. 
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ces, quite to the Ultimates ; hence it is 
clear, thatthe Illumination of theNations 
and People without the Church, is alfo 
through the Word. That the Light in 
the Heavens is Divine Truth proceeding 
from the Lord, and' that that Light gives 
Intelligence, not only to the Angels, but 
to Men alfo, may be feen in the Treatifc 
concerning Heaven and Hell, n. ia6 
to 140. - 

107. That this is the Cafe in the uni- 
verfal Heaven, may be concluded from a 
Similarity of Circumftanccs, in Refpei^ 
to ever}^ particular Society in Heaven ; 
for every particular Society is a Heaven 
in a Icffer Form, which likewife is as a 
Man, as may be feen in the Trcatife con- 
cerning Hkaven and Hell, n. 41 to 87, 
In every Society in Heaven, they who are 
in the Middle in like Manner reprcfcnt 
the Heart and Lungs, and enjoy the 
greateft Degree of Light ; this Light, and 
the Perceptions of Truth thence arifing^ 
dilTufe thcmfclves from the Center, in 
every Diredlion, towards the Circum- 
ference, confequcntly to all who are in 

. the 
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the Society, and cdhftitute their fpiritual 
Life. It u as ihewrt mc, that when they 
who were in the Center; and who con- 
. ftituted theProvince of the Heart and of 
the Lungs, and enjoyed the greatcll 
Degree ol^ Light, were removed, imme- 
diately they wi>o were in the Neighbour- 
hood around them, had their Underftand- 
ings obfcured, and were reduced to fo 
fiint a l^erception of Truth, as fcarcc 
to -have any; but as foon as ever the 
others were replaced, the Light again 
appeared, and their former Perception of 
Truth was reftored. 

i<5^. The ifiune oaay allfa be illuftrated 
ty this Experience. There were cer^ 
jt^in. Afi-ipan Spirits from Abyffinia with 
fne, whofe Ears were fomc Time part; 
opened, that tbey might hear Singing 
in a Temple of the World, from the 
Pfalms of D^avid, from which they were 
aftHled with fuch Delight, that they 
joined in the Singing; after that, how-^ 
ever, their Ears were clofed, that they 
might not hear any Thing thence; bur 
they were then affecfced with a greater 
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Degree of Delight, becaufc it was fpiri- 
tual, and were at the fame Time filled 
with Intelligence, for that Pfalm treated 
of the Lord, and concerning Redemp- 
tion. The Reafon of fuch an Increafe 
of Delight, was, that they were tken 
granted a ^ Communication with that 
Society in Heaven, which was in Con- 
jundlion with thofe who fung that Pfalm 
In the World. From this and many other 
Experiences, it is 'plain, that Cora- 
munication with the univerfal Heaven, 
is granted through the Word, For 
which Reafon, by the Divine Providence 
of the - Lord, the Commerce of all the 
Kingdoms of Europe, and principally of 
thofe where the Word is read, is with 
the Nations without the Pale of the 
Church. 

1 09. This may be illuftrated by Com- 
parifon with the Heat and Light flowing 
from the Sun of this World, which caufe 
Vegetation in Trees and Shrubs, even in 
fuch as are not expofed to their direft 
Influence, but arc planted in (hady 
Places, which y^t never fail to vegetate, 

if 
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if the 3uti be only rifen above the Hori- 
zon: So it is with the Light and Heat of 
Heaven, proceeding from the Lord, as 
the Sun of Heaven, which Lrght,, in it's 
Eflence, is Divine Truth, whence Angels 
and Men derive all Intelligence and 
Wifdom ; wherefore it is faid of the 
Word, that it '* was with God, and was 
" God ; that it cnlighteneth every Man 
*' that Cometh into the World, and that 
'' this Light alfo Ihineth in Darkneft/' 
John. L I, 5, 9. . 

1 10. From thefe Circumftances it may 
evidently appear, that the Word, which 
the Reformed are in Poffeflion of, en- 
lightcneth all Nations and People by 
fpiritual Communication; and further, 
that it is provided by the Lpfd, that 
there fhould always be a Church on 
Earth, where the Word may be read^ 
and thereby the Lord made known. 
Wherefore, when the Word was almoft 
totally rejected by the Romifh Church, 
through the Divine Providence of the 
Lord a Reformatidn was efFeded, and the 
Word was again received. It was alfo 
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provided, that the Word (hould be ac- 
counted Holy by a noble Nation aipongft 
the Papifts. 

111, Seeing that without the Word 
there can be no Knowledge of the Lord, 
and thus no Salvation, therefore when 
the Word was entirelyvfalfified and adul- 
terated by the Jewifti Nation, and thence 
as it were made of none EfFedl, if pleaf<fd 
the Lord then to defcend from Heaven, ' 
and come into the World, and fulfil the^ 
Wprd^ and by that Means to renew and. 
reftore- it, and give Light again to the 
Inhabitants of the Eaith, according to 
thefe Words of the Lord, ^' The People 
*^ that walked in Darknefs have fcen a 
" great Light; they that dwell in* the 
^\ Land of the Shadow of Death, upon 
** them hath the Light Ihined," Matt. iv. 

1 6. Ifaiah ix. 2. 

112. Inafmuch as it was foretold, that 
at the End of the prefent Church Dark- 
nefs fhduld arife, in Confequence of not 
knowing and acknowledging the Lord to 
be the God of Heaven and Earth, and of 
feparating Faith frqm Charity, therefore,

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left the genuine Underftanding of the' 
Word ftiould hereby pcrifli, it hath plea- 
fed the Lord now to reveal the fpiritual 
Senfe of the Word, and to fhcw that the 
Word in that Senfe, and by Virru? therc^ 
of in the natural Senfe, treats of the Lord 
and of the Church, and of them only, 
and contaiacth innumerable Things, 
whereby the Light of Truth derived fron> 
the Word, which was well nigh extin- 
guilhed, might be reftored. That the 
Light of Truth Ihould be almoft totally 
extinguilhed at the End of the prefcnt 
Church, is foretold in many Paflages of 
the Revelation, and is alfo meant by thefc 
Words of the Lord, ** Immediately after 
«* the Tribulation of thofe Days fliall the 
'• Sun be darkened, and the Moon ftiall 
•* not give her Light, and the Stara 
** fhall fall from Heaven, and the Powers 
** of the Heavens fhall be Ihaken^ and 
** then (hall appear the Sign of the Soa 
*' of Man, coming in the Clouds of 
*' Heaven, with Power and great Glory,'' 
Mak. xxiv. 29, 30.^ JBy the Sun is here 
meant the Lord in Refpedl ta Love ; by

^he Moon» the Lord in Rcfpcd to Faith ; 
by the Stars, in RcfpeS to the Know- 
ledges of Goodncfs and Truth ; by^ the 
Son of Man, the Lord in Refpedl to the 
Word ; by Clouds, the literal Senfe of 
the Word; by, Glory, the fpiritual Senfe, 
and it's Tranfparence in the literal 
Senfe. 

113. I have been convinced by much 
Experience, that Man hath Communi- 
cation with Heaven by Means of the 
Word. In reading the Word from the 
firft Chapter of Ifaiah, to the laft oi 
Malachi, and the Pfalms of David, it 
%vas given me to perceive clearly, that 
every Verfe communicated with fome 
particular Society in Heaven, and thus 
that the whole Word communicated with 
the univerfal Heaven. 

That xoithout the Word no one could 
know God, or Heaven and Hell^ 
or a Life after Death, and. ymcch 
lefs the Lord. 

114. TT^ROM all that has been faid 
•*" and (hewn, this follows as 

a a com- 
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a common Conclufion, That the Word 
is Divine Truth itfelf, n. i to 4, That 
the Word is the Mc^dium of Conjundtion 
with the Angels of Heaven, n. 62 to 69., 
That every where in the Word> is the 
Marriage of the Lord and the Churcb> 
and confequehtly the Marriage of Good* 
nefs and Truth, n. 80 to 89. That the 
State of the Church is according to it's 
Underftanding of the Word, n* 76 to 79. 
That the Word is alfo in the Heavens^ 
and that from thence the Angels derive 
their Wifdom, n. 70 to 75^ That 
through the Word alfo the Nations and 
Pe(W)lc without the Pale 6f the Churck 
derive their fpiritual Light, n. 104 to 113; 
befides many other Things : From which 
it .may be concluded, that without the 
Word no one can have fpiritual Intelli- 
gence, which confifteth in the Know- . 
ledge of the Lord, of Heaven and Hell^ 
and a Life after Death ; and moreover - 
could know Nothing of the Lord, of 
Faith ahd Love to him, and thus could . 
know Nothing of Redemption, by which 
neverthelefs, we have our Salvation,

115. But whereas they who infill and 
confirm themfelves in the Opinion, that 
Man, without the Word, might know 
the Exiftence of a God, and likewife of 
Heaven and Hell, with other Things 
^hich the Word teacheth, and by that 
Means weaken the Authority and Holi- 
nefs of the Word, if not with the Mouth, 
yet in their Heart ; therefore it is not 
expedient to reafoo with fuch from the 
Word, but from the natural Light of 
Reafon, for they do not believe the Word, 
but themfelves. -Inquire now of the 
Light of Reafon, and you will find, that 
there are two Faculties of Life in Man, 
called Underftanding and Will,^nd that 
the Underftanding is fubjedtto the Will, 
ahd not the Will to the Underftanding, 
for the Underftanding only teacheth and 
fliewetlr what is to be done in Obedience 
to. th6 Will, Inquire further, and you 

will 
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Hill find, that the Will of; Man is his 
Eroprium, or. Self-hood, and that this 
Gonfidered in itfelf is merely evil, and 
in Confequence of this his Underftanding 
is full of Falfes. When you have made 
thefe Difcoverics, you will fee, that Man, 
of himfelf, is not willing to underftand 
any Thing but what Gometh from the 
Proprium of his own Will; and that he 
could not, unlcfs there was feme other 
Source of Knowledge. Man, by Rcafon 
of the Proprium of, his Will, is not wil- 
ling to underftand any Thing but what 
regards himfelf and the. \Yorld ; every 
Thing of an higher Nature is in Dark- 
nefs ; when he fccth the Sun, the ^oon^ , 
and the. Stars, if by Chance he refledeth 
on their Origin, he could not be able to k 
reftr them to any other. creative Power, 
than their own, as. many very learned, 
Men in the World h^ve done, , who. aU 
though they were informed by the Word 
that God created all Things, ftill alcribe 
Creation to Nature; and what then would 
have been their Sentiments, in Cafe they 
had received no Information from the

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;Word ? Is it credible, that the old Philo- 
Ibphers, as Ariftotle, Cicero, Seneca, and 
others, who have written about God» and 
the Immortality of the Soul, received, 
their firft Informations on thofc Subjeifli 
from their own Underftandings : No 
furely, but froni others> to. whom the 
Information was fucceffively handed 
down from thofc, who ,had ,the firft 
Notice thereof from the ancient WorcJ* 
The Writers on the Subjedl of natural 
Theology derive none of their Know* 
ledge in that Science from themfelves;, 
but only confirm, by rational Dedudtions., 
^ thief Truths which they have learnt from 
the Church, which is in Pofleffion of the 
iiVord; and it ;s poflible there may 
be fome amongft them, who confirm 
fuijh Truths, and yet do not believe 
xhem^ 

1 1 6. "It iiath^ieen permitted me to fee 
People, born in remote Iflands, who 
were reafonable enough in all Points of 
civil Concern, but yet had no Knowledge 
concerning God. In the fpiritual 
World, they have the Appearance of 
\^ Sphinxes, 
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Sphinxes, and are in a Life nearly fimilar 
to their's ; but whereas they were Men 
by Birth, and confequently in a Capacity 
X)f receiving fpiritual Life, they are in- 
ftrudled by Angels, and by Means of 
Knowledges concerning the Lord ia 
his human Charader, are vivified. What 
Man is in himfelf, appears evidently 
from thofe who are in Hell, amongll 
whom there are fome Perfons of Learn-r- 
ing and Diftindion, who have no Inclina*. 
tion to hear any Thing of God, and on 
that Account cannot • pronounce the 
Word 'God. I have feen^them, and conr 
verfed with them '; I have alfo converfed 
with thofe who have fallen, into the Fire 
of Wrath and Anger, at the bare Mcnr 
tion of the Lord. Confider, therefore^ 
what Sort of a Creature Man would have 
been, fuppofing him to have received 
no Information about God, when fome, 
who have heard about God, have written 
about God, and have preached about 
God, are in fuch ^ State ; there arc many 
fuch froni among the Jcfuits. The 
Reafoii why they are in fuch a State, is. 
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bccaufe their WilU arc 'evil, and the. 
Will, as. was before obferved, dired:cth\ 
the Underftanding, and robbetb it of the 
Trjuths it receivcth from the Word. If: 
Man could have known of hinifelf, that 
there is. a God, and a.Life after Death,, 
how comes it to paft. that he Jiever.djft., 
covered that Man is a real Man after- 
Death ? Why doth he imagine^, that.hi^i 
Soul, or Spirit, is like; Wind or Ether, ^ 
which hath neither Eyes to fee, nor Ears . 
to he^r, nor Mputh to fpeak, until jt be- 
united to it's Carcafe or Skeleton ? Sup- . 
pofing therefore a Dodrine derived from . 
the Light of Reafon alone, nnuft it not of? 
Neceffity eftabliih the Worfhip of itfelf, 
ais was the Cafe in former, Times, and is i 
ftill the Cafe with many, who yet are in-., 
ftruded by the Word that God alone \t.^ 
to be^worfhipped ? It is notpoffiblc thai . 
any other Worfhip, but that of Self, fhould : 
be derived from the Proprium or Self-, 
hood of Man, *not even the. Worfliip of ; 
the Sun and Moon. 

117. The Origin of religious Worfhip . 
in the mofl early Age of the Worlds and 

of 
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of the univerfal Knowledge of God, and 
a Life after Death, is not to be afcribed to 
Man, or to his own proper Intelligence 
but was deriVtd^rom the ancient Word 
above-mentioned, n, loi to 103, and in 
fiicceeding Times from the Ifraelitifh 
Word. From thefe two Words, reli- 
gious Knowledge was propagated through 
all Parts of India with it's Iflands, and 
through Egypt and Ethiopia, in the 
Kingdoms of Africa, and from the Sea 
Coails of Afia, into Greece, and from 
thence into Italy. But whereas the 
Wprd could not be written othcrwifp 
than by Reprcfentatives, which are fuch 
earthly Exiftences as correfpond with 
heavenly ones, and confequently are fig- 
nificative thereof, therefore the religious 
Rights of the Gentiles were made idola- 
trous, and in Greece were turned into 
Fablefi, and the Divine Properties and 
Attributes were confidered as fo many 
feparate Gods, governed by one Supreme 
Deity, whom they called Jove, from 
Jehovah ; that they had a Knowledge of 
a Paradife, a Flood, and the Sacrednefs 
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of Fire, of four Ageg, beginning with 
that of Gold, and ending with that of 
Iron, by which arc figi^ified in the Word 
the four States of the Church, as in 
Daniel, Chap. ii. 31 to 35, is well 
known. That the Mahometan Religion^ 
which fuc<:eeded and deftroycd the for- 
mer religious Knowledges of many 
Nations, was taken from the Word of 
both Teftaments, is alfo well known. 

1 1 8« LafUy, I iliall here declare what 
i« the State of thofe after Death, who' af- 
cribe all Things to their own Under* 
iVanding, and very little, if any, to the 
Word* They are firft like Pcrfons in- 
toxicated, afterwards like Perfons in- 
fatuated, tod laftly they fink into Stupi- 
dity and fit in Darknefs. Let every one 
therefore take Heed to himfcif how he 
falleth into fuch a Deliriunv 
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
